in the Boston papers this week — that 
there has been a further large de- 
crease in the amount of water stored 
in that basin, and unless heavy rains 
occur shortly, Boston and the other 
cities using the Metropolitan water, 
may have to face a serious condition. 

The information was also given 
that it is probable, because of the 
small amount of water in the Clinton 
basin, that when the heavy additions^ 
do come, the water which will be" 
supplied to the users of the Metropoli- 
ton supply, not having had time U 
become properly purified in the basin, 
will be of quite inferior quality. 


NEW CITY GOVERNMENT 


The 1927 Board of Aldermen Inaugurated At City Hall With Alderman Weeks 

As President 


The 1927 Board of Aldermen was in- 
augurated last Saturday, January 1st. 
The old Board assembled at 2.45 with 
Vice-President Madden in the chair. 
The few matters before the Board were 
referred to the incoming Board and 
the last meeting of the 1926 Aldermen 
lasted but a few minutes. 

At 3 o’clock City Clerk Grant called 
the members of the 1927 Board of Al- 
dermen to order. On nomination of 
Alderman Pratt, Alderman Madden 
was chosen temporary chairman. Mr. 
Madden requested the raembers-elect 
of the School Committee to take chairs 
which had been reserved for them at 
the front of the Aldermanic Chamber. 
But one member of the School Com- 
mittee, Chairman Maxwell Hutchins 
responded; Mr. Grosvenor Calkins, 
member-elect from Ward 7, appeared 
later to be sworn in. Mr. Elliott 
Church, committeeman-elect from 
Ward 1, was absent. All the aldermen 
were present with the exception of 
Bliss and Leahy. Only sixty citizens 
were in the aldermanic chamber to 
witness the inaugural and to listen to 
the Mayor’s address; of these at least 
half were employees of the city. It 
would seem that Alderman Baker was 
right when he objected to the plans 
for a new City Hall providing for an 
aldermanic chamber with a seating ca- 
pacity of 1000. The only occasions 
when citizens appear at City Hall are 
those times when they wish to favor 
or oppose something that effects (or 
they think effects) them direcly. 
There is not any too much interest in 
city affairs apparent in Newton, if the 
attendance at the inaugurals can be 
taken as a criterion. 

Aldermen Grebenstein, Noone and 
Hawkins were appointed a committee 
to escort the Mayor to the platform 
He was accompanied, as he has been 
at previous inaugurals by Rev. Robert 
L. Rae of Nonantum, pastor of the 
North Congregational Church, who de- 
livered the invocation. Ex-Mayor 
Charles E. Hatfield, who had accom- 
panied Mayor Childs at many of his 
former inaugurals, was absent. Mr. 
Hatfield now haH a large theatre at 
Cambridge to demand his attention; 
this probably accounted for his non- 
appearance. Mayor Childs then ad- 
ministered the oath of office to the 
members-elect of the Aldermen and to 
the one member of the School Com- 
mittee present. Mr. Hutchins. Follow- 
ing the induction Into office of the Al- 
dermen. the Mayor delivered his inau- 
gural address ^hich is printed in full 
in this issue of the GRAPHIC.

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who have been claiming that the finan- 
cial condition of the city is not what 
it should be. He also turned aside 
from his address to comment on the 
granting of permits for gasoline filling 
stations, saying — "We also have almost 
enough gasoline filling stations, and I 
suggest that in the future it might be 
the part ot wisdom to grant such per- 
mits only to those who honestly intend 
to operate them as a part of their 
regular business precisely as we grant 
common-victualler licenses. Under 
such a policy, some who now seem to 
be worshipping the Golden Calf would 
find leaner pickings, and ugly rumors 
which have been heard on the street, 
and in most respectable quarters, 
would be silenced.” 

Considerable conjecture immediately 
arose as to whom the Muyor was re- 
ferring to when he paid his respects to 
the critics of the city’s financial con- 
dition, and seekers of filling station 
permits. The Mayor states "that he 
referred to no person or persons in 
particular,” so anyone presuming to 
know at whom the Mayoralty arrows 
were directed, is speaking unauthori- 
tativeliy. His comparison of filling 
stations with common victuallers, 
while apt theoretically, will not seem 
appropriate to those who know that in 
the past many common victualler li- 
censes have been granted to persons 
who had no intention of conducting 
lunch-rooms or restaurants, but who 
wanted such a license so that they 
might sell fruit, candy and groceries 
on Sundays. There have been, as the 
Mayor said, ugly rumors in connec- 
tion with the granting of gasoline fil- 
ing stations. Those who are in close 
touch with City Hall affairs regard 
these rumors as utterly unfounded, 
and those who started them have care- 
fully refrained from assuming the re- 
sponsbility of authorship. Several 
weeks ago Alderman Favinger, who 
has consistently favored gasoline fill- 
ing station permits being granted in 
business districts, unless such stations 
will create a hazard or depreciate 
surrounding property, alluded to the 
fact that all legislative bodies must 
expect to be accused of graft, even 
when absolutely no dishonesty exists. 

At the conclusion of the Mayor’s ad- 
dress he was escorted from the alder- 
manic chamber by the same commit- 
tee which had escorted him in. Aider- 
man Gallagher then placed in nomin- 
ation for President of the Board. Al- 
derman C. Sinclair Weeks, briefly eu- 
logizing his qualities vul. qualifica- 
tions. The nomination was seconded 
by Alderman Noone, and the Ward 3 
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member was unanimously elected to 
head the Board for the coming year. 
Alderman Fitts then placed in nomin- 
ation for Vice President of the Board, 
Alderman Madden of Ward 1, senior 
member of the aldermen. There was 
no opposition. 

President Weeks in accepting the 
office urged closer co-operation be- 
tween the committees, the mayor and 
the heads of departments. He called 
attention to the fact that while the 
population had increased 18 percent 
in seven years expenditures had jump- 
ed 76 percent; that we hard built six 
schools and purchased land for schools 
costing $2,800,000, so that our net debt 
Is $4,170,000 and the borrowing capa- 
city but $455,000, and it is a grave 
question whether the cost of operating 
the city is not increasing too fast in 
comparison with the growth of the i 
city. Mr. Weeks closed with the state- J 
ment that "I am no believer in false j 
economy but I am a believer in the 
economy that demands a careful re- ! 
view and a satisfactory explanation of 
each item of expense before its adop- 
tion.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Weeks’ 
address, Alderman Bail nominated 
Francis Newhall for re-election as City 
Treasurer. He received the votes of 
all the aldermen. Alderman Heath- 
j cote moved that the offices at City 
Hall close at 12 noon on Saturdays 
instead of at 12.30 as in the past. Al- 
derman Fitts seconded this motion re- 
marking that such a change is in keep- 
ing with the times. Alderman Baker 
stated that while he had no objection 
to the change, he thought it should 
not be made until the aldermen should 
confer with the Mayor to ascertain 
whether or not this earlier closing 
would interfere with the proper con- 
duct of the city’s business. Alderman 
Heathcote replied "that he had spok- 
en with the Mayor that afternoon re- 
garding the matter, and that Mr. 
Childs was heartily in favor of the 12 
o’clock closing.” The aldermen voted 
favorably on the motion. Alderman 
Collins, as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, asked for a brief recess, 
which was taken. 

When the meeting resumed. Aider- 
man Collins asked that $113,787.31 be 
appropriated out of the revenue to be 
raised this year to pay for deferred 
items necessary to complete the work 
on the new' Levi Warren Junipr High 
school at West Newton. He explained 
that in the past two years sums larger 
than this have been taken out of the 
yearly revenue for work on this school. 
In all probability no new school build- 
ing will be started this year, but work 
on the proposed junior high at New- 
ton Centre must start in 192S. Be- 
cause of necessary school construction 
in the next few years, the borrowing 
capacity of the city must be conserved. 

Alderman Fitts said “that for the 
benefit of the new members he would 
explain that the deferred items for

PASTOR CALLED 


A Few of the Prominent Events 
of 1926

most valuable citizen,” Senator Abbot j 
B. Rice, Frank W. Remick, Arthur P. 
Friend, Robert C. Bridgham, George S. 
Smith. John Flood and John Ryan, 
Civil War veterans, Edward E. Blod- 
gett, Sarah E. Downs (Georgie Shel- 
don) the authoress. Rev. Richard T. 
Loring. Oliver M. Fisher, Bruce Wy- 
man, Col. George H. Benyon, George 
F. Jewett, and two well known school 
teachers, Maria Furber Wood and 
Charlotte E. Stearns are among many 
who should be named in this list of 
the honored dead. 

In religious circles, we note the* 
opening of the beautiful new Christian 
Science church, the 75th anniversary 
of Channing Church, the 55th anniver- j 
sary of the Church of the Messiah, the 
resignation of Rev. Dr. J. Edgar Park 
of the Second Church, the installation 
of Rev. Dr. Everett C. Herrick as 
president of the Newton Theological 
Institution, and the advent of Rev. 
Ray A. Eusden, as pastor of Eliot 
church. Rev. Raymond Lang as rector 
of St. John’s Church, Rev. Joseph C. 
Macdonald as pastor of the Waban 
Union church, and of Rev. Dr. James 
E. Coons as pastor of the Newton Cen- 
tre M. E. Church. 

In educational circles, the New High 
school was opened in the fall, work 
begun on the new Levi F. Warren 
Junior High School, the opening of 
the new branch library at West New- 
ton, the raising of a fund for a similar 
library at Newton Centre, and a re- 
union of the alumni of the Newton 
High school.

Reverend Dr. Merrill Invited 
To Second Church Pulpit 

The committee of 50, appointed by 
the Second Church in Newton, High- 
land street. West Newton, has voted 
unanimously to recommend to the 
church as a whole that a call be ex- 
tended to Rev. Boynton Merrill, as- 
sociate pastor of the Old South 
Church In Boston. 

A meeting of the whole church will 
be held soon to take action on the 
recommendation. 

The committee was appointed to 
recommend a successor to Dr. J. Ed- 
gar Park, who resigned the pastorate 
to become president of Wheaton Col- 
lege. For several years Mr. Merrill 
has been associated with Dr. George 
A. Gordon at the Old South Church. 
When Dr. Gordon presented his resig- 
nation, Mr. Merrill, as his associate, 
also submitted his resignation, ac- 
cording to the custom in Congrega- 
tional Churches. In accepting his 
resignation, the Old South Church 
passed a resolution of appreciation 
and tribute. Mr. Merrill’s resignation 
became effective October 1. 

He is a native of Lowell, a grad- 
uate of Dartmouth, and the Union 
Theological Seminary in New York 
city, and during the World War was 
chaplain aboard the U. S. S. Penn- 
sylvania, flagship of the American 
fleet. From 1919 to 1921 he was pastor 
of the Second Congregational Church 
of Putnam, Conn., and since then has 
been Associate pastor at the Old 
South Church. 

Entering the theological school at 
Harvard in 1925, he was graduated 
last year. He was chairman of a 
campaign in which 13 Back Bay 
churches participated in an attempt 
to bring children to church. He is an 
acting chaplain of Radcliffe College 
and a member of the Sigma Chi fra- 
ternity. the Charles River Country 
Club and the University Club.

It seems to be a well-established 
custom when one goes to New York 
and has time on one’s hands to attend 
a theatrical performance or two. I 
did just that and I feel that I shall 
not be trespassing upon the Interest 
of my readers if I refer to a pro- 
duction which I am sure would find 
immediate favor with many of my 
Newton friends. I do not know that 
it is coming to Boston so that this can 
in no way be interpreted as an advance 
notice, as the publicity agents ex- 
press it. 

This play Is called “Caponsacchi” 
and was prepared by Arthur Goodrich 
and Rose A. Palmer and based upon 
Browning’s poem “The Ring and the 
Book.” Few of us are unfamiliar with 
this famous work so that a stage ver 
sion of it is bound to command at- 
tention. The star is Walter Hampden, 
to whom we have come to look as the 
most successful of the modern Shakes- 
pearian actors and interpreter of the 
highest in dramatic literature. 

“Caponsacchi” is not only splendid- 
ly staged but acted by a competent 
company whose every movement 
shows Mr. Hampden’s skill as a di- 
rector. It is a treat to have a play 
presented which possesses an intel- 
lectual appeal, but there do not seem 
to be many who hold my view. At 
least the audiences are not large at 
such productions, even in New York. 

I might easily go into an extended 
description of “Caponsacchi,” with its 
magnificence of stage settings, its 
beautiful dialogue so charmingly read 
by men and women with voices well 
suited for the purpose; the groupings 
at the 'dance and the carnival, the 
court scene, etc. However, all that I 
can say is that I know that Brown- 
ing’s “Ring and the Book” has not 
been mutilated. On the contrary it 
has been put into life with such skill 
that one need not be a deep admirer 
of the poet to thoroughly enjoy this 
admirable presentation. 

I also saw the melodrama “Broad- 
way.” The report that it is “sold out 
to next June to speculators” rather 
prejudiced me against it but I hasten 
to say that the people who view this 
play get something for their money. 
One needs to be familiar with New 
York life to grasp all the allusions 
but that is the least part of it. Again, 
here is a play that I do not expect to 
reach Boston with in a year or more 
so that in praising it I am not acting 
as an unpaid press agent but rather 
as a scout for my theare-going friends 
in Newton. 


Sometimes we hear it said that an 
individual or a place is “old-fash- 
ioned.” The phrase is used to ex- 
press contempt, mild perhaps, but 
contempt nevertheless. I am not sure 
that it is fair, for there are many 
old-fashioned people und things that 
find greater favor with those of us 
who appreciate the rarer qualities in 
human kind and tho pluces where 
they live. But Boston, I think, is open 
to the charge of being "old-fashioned” 
in its most severe sense on at least 
one point. 

I refer to the system that obtains 
at tho northern Park street exit of 
the subway. How many, many times 
huvo 1 seen u man or woman, bewild- 
ered by the crowds or unfamiliar with 
the entrances and exits of tho subway, 
muke his or her way laboriously 
down the steps that lead to tho north- 
ern platform only to bo told that they 
must climb the stuirs again und walk 
over to the entrance. The large black 
sign over tho doors. “Exit Only” 
seems not enough. Busy, hurrying 
people liuve not time to read signs. 

Tho Elevated keeps a man sta- 
tioned ut the top or the bottom of the 
steps, not in both pluces ut the same 
time, howover, uml his job is to pre- 
vent such huppunlngs. But notwith- 
standing this plan scores of people

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: 

I wish for each one of you and for every man, woman and 
child in this city a very happy and prosperous New Year. 

Let me first of all express my gratitude to the members of 
last year’s Board of Aldermen, the members of all City Boards 
and Commissions, to all Heads of Departments, to the clerks 
in City Hall, the teachers in our schools, police officers, fire- 
men and to all who work for the city in any capacity for their 
cooperation and for their work well done. 

The members of the General Court, also, who so ably repre- 
sent our city at the State House deserve honorable mention. 

To the City Solicitor, I express on behalf of all at City Hall 
appreciation of his careful and prompt attention to all legal 
matters affecting the various departments. 

I wish also at this time to record my appreciation of the 
splendid contribution made by business, fraternal, charitable, 
military, religious organizations, Service and Women’s Clubs 
toward a better city. 

The two retiring members of last year’s Board, Aldermen 
O’Connell and Pratt, deserve the thanks of all their fellow 
citizens for most efficient work and for fidelity in the discharge 
of every duty. They have rendered valuable service not only 
to the wards they represented but to the entire city. I welcome 
at this time those who take their places; men who for many 
years have shown unusual interest in all civic matters and who 
have already rendered real public service in their respective 
communities. I congratulate them upon the opportunity for 
service in a broader field. . 

We record with extreme regrets the death of Hon. John W. 
Weeks and Senator Abbott B. Rice. 

Secretary Weeks started his public career as an alderman of 
this city, representing Ward 3, and served as Mayor in 1902- 
1903. As a city official, he showed the same industry, honesty 
of purpose, tact and sound judgment which characterized his 
long public service which followed to state and nation. 

Senator Rice served several years as alderman and repre- 
sentative to the General Court, was later elected to the Massa- 
chusetts Senate and served his district well. He was always 
interested in Newton, and his efforts were ever directed toward 
making it a better city. 

Charles Ward Post No. 62 G.A.R. and the City of Newton 
shared a common sorrow when John Flood and John Ryan 
answered the last roll call. They were good soldiers, most use- 
ful citizens and loyal friends. 

Those of us at City Hall still miss Anne Collins who was so 
suddenly taken from us. She was an efficient assistant in the 
City Clerk’s office, and faithful to the end. 

We meet today to organize our city government. The work 
of conducting city business for another year has been assigned 
to us. We have been chosen by the people for this task. To 
them we are responsible. We are their servants, trustees and 
stewards. 

A public office is a public trust. Moreover it is required in 
stewards that a man be found faithful. * 

We serve in an interesting age. Times have changed. The 
general standard of living in this country is higher than ever 
before. 

Things that were non-essentials and luxuries a quarter of a 
century ago are necessities today in the city and in the home. 

People everywhere insist that government furnish more 
and more. To operate cities is expensive because more com- 
forts and conveniences are demanded and because labor and 
materials are high. In the face of rising cost of government 
is heard the call for economy. 

Let economy be our watchword, but let it be wise economy, 
constructive economy. 

“There is that scattereth and yet increaseth ; and there is that 
withholdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” 

Cities like individuals spend and grow, or they hoard and 
decline. Just expenditure is rational policy tending to gain. 
The man or city of liberal methods prospers. 

Taxes are the cost of government. They represent for the 
most part the cost of labor and materials. The only possible 
way to reduce taxes is to spend less. To reduce taxes, activities 
must be reduced. And yet all the time, tax-payers are demand- 
ing more and better service of municipalities. They demand 
better roads, better lighting, better police and fire protection, 
abundant and pure water, rapid transportation, effective dis- 
posal of waste, adequate parks and playgrounds and a wise 
educational system. All these are essentials today, and they cost 
money. 

Newton is a growing city and growing with remarkable 
rapidity. It is a city of homes covering an area equal to that 
of Somerville, Cambridge and Brookline combined, but with a 
population of only about 55,000. Being one of the most at- 
tractive of the suburbs of greater Boston and with plenty of 
land as yet undeveloped, it will continue to grow for many years 
to come. 

A growing city like a growing child is expensive. With con- 
ditions as they are and as they will doubtless continue to be, 
I fail to see how taxes can be materially reduced in days ahead. 

We can, however, eliminate non-essentials and guard against 
waste and needless expense. That is our particular job. 

Actual, legitimate expenses will always be paid for cheerfully 
by the tax-payer. What they demand, they do not expect to get 
for nothing. 

Let us strive in the future as in the past to get the most for 
the tax-payers from the amount which they contribute, thereby 
making an honest effort to give adequate service for money 
which we forcibly take from them. 

Let us continue the “pay policy” which we have been follow 
ing, erroneously called “pay as you go.” No city has adopted 
the literal “pay as you go” policy because, in these days in 
which we are living, the time would shortly arrive when it 
couldn’t go because it couldn’t pay, and municipal government 
lias to function. Annual recurring expenses, however, should 
be met in so far as it is possible from the tax levy rather than 
from borrowings. 

The financial condition of the city is sound and most satis- 
factory. This is reflected in the fact that our bonds sell 
readily and at splendid prices and that they are always in 
demand as a gilt edge investment. We even get premiums on 
temporary loans. The tax rate of $28.00, an increase of sixty 


cents is still $3.00 lower than the average rate in the thirty-nine 
cities of this Commonwealth. 

Our total valuation on April 1st, 1926, was $132,230,700.00, 
made up as follows: 

Buildings $78,534,350.00 

Land 35,513,250.00 

Personal 18,183,100.00 

The valuation of exempted property was $21,231,950.00. The 
valuation of the 9,545 automobiles of the city was $6,226,400.00, 
an increase of $636,850.00 over 1925. 

The outlook for 1927 is most promising, but the figures will 
in all probability fall short of those of 1926 — a phenominal year. 
A brief summary of our financial situation is as follows :

The percentage of debt compared with valuations of the 
earlier day was vastly heavier than today, and it is much easier 
to carry our debt today than it was then. 

In 1919 we had our smallest net debt — $2,006,406.07, but 
think what has happened since then. Consider what has been 
done in the matter of new schoolhouses alone. Money has not 
been wasted. We have something to show for every dollar 
spent. Of course, we have the additional burden of main- 
taining our new possessions. 

The hard luck stories which have been going the rounds 
during these later days in regard to the City’s financial con- 
dition disturb only the ignorant. The City of Newton in all 
her history has never been in better condition physically! 
financially and, thanks to our beloved clergy, spiritually than it 
is today. 

Those who would have our people believe otherwise either 
have a political bacillus stirring in their systems, or they are 
looking through smoked glasses or they are just ordinary fools. 
We have a splendid surplus. 

We also have almost enough gasolene filling stations, and 
I suggest that in the future, it might be the part of wisdom to 
grant such permits only to those who honestly intend to operate 
them as a part of their regular business, precisely as we grant 
common victuallers’ licenses. 

The factors which enter into the making of any city are 
health, education, recreation, industry and character. Without 
these no city can flourish. We are fortunate in that we are 
privileged to live in a city where the consciousness of the 
need of public health is thoroughly aroused. Home and school 
have cooperated with health officers both in City and State in 
placing Newton where she stands in the matter of public 
health. 

It was my privilege to attend the recent triennial convention 
dinner of the field representatives of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company and to sit beside Dr. Lee K. Frankel, the 
second Vice-President of the Company, the man who has 
charge of its health programme. The compliment which he 
paid our City was most gratifying, and his words, his figures 
and the record which he showed me for Newton, were most 
encouraging. 


I was interested to learn that lie laid great emphasis on the 
splendid health work which is going on in our schools, and that 
he attributed much of our success to the most effective work 
which is being done among children and youth in the school- 
room and on the playground. The future health of our City 
depends largely upon the attention given youth. 

During the past year, the health of our people has been good. 
The death rate was ten per thousand of population. We have 
had nothing resembling an epidemic. The number of cases 
of the most important diseases has showed only the usual 
variation from year to year. 

The two most important pieces of work inaugurated by the 
Board of Health during the year were the formation of an 
Advisory Council consisting of representatives from the School 
Department and seven of the more important organizations of 
the City. This body, as its name implies, sits in an advisory 
capacity to the Board and brings it in closer touch with the 
citizens. Several meetings have been held and the Council is 
now working on a plan for establishing clinics for children of 
pre-school age. 

The other important work, undertaken in connection with the 
physicians of Newton and the Department of Public Health, is 
the establishment of a reporting area for cancer. Under this 
arrangement, it is believed that important information as to the 
occurrence of cancer will be obtained. All cancer statistics 
are based upon deaths, and no statistics of its occurrence in the 
living are in existence. Newton will have the distinction of 
being the pioneer in collecting cancer statistics among the living. 

The agitation over impure water late in the fall ceased almost 
as quickly as it started. The State Department of Health has 
supervision over the water supply of all cities and towns, and 
so long as Dr. George H. Bigelow remains at its head, no com- 
munity will be permitted to deliver impure water to its people. 
He has studied the situation here and has suggested that certain 
improvements be made in our system whereby any possible pol- 
lution of our water supply may be guarded against in the fu- 
ture. These suggestions are being carried out. With the work 
now being done on the reservation our water supply for some 
years to come ought to be abundant and safe. 

The 20 inch main on Commonwealth Avenue from Walnut 
to Washington Streets was recently completed which now gives 
us a 20 inch east and west line nearly four miles in length from 
the Reservoir to Washington Street. 

This gives increasing pressure and flow available for domes- 
tic as well as fire service. This work having been finished in 
October enabled us to adequately supply all points in our ter- 
ritory from the Metropolitan System. This gave us oppor- 
tunity to shut down our pumps while we were making improve- 
ments at the Pumping Station and on our water collecting lines. 

During the past year, 23 miles of 20, 16, 12, 10 and eight inch 
mains have been thoroughly cleaned. This has resulted in 
clearer water and an appreciably increased volume of flow. 
The new well 33 feet in diameter and 40 feet deep, the con- 
tract for which was necessarily awarded to the lowest bidder, 
owing to the appropriation granted, is making -slow progress, 
but it is believed that it will be completed by spring. 

Indications point to a considerable volume of very high 
grade water being added to our supply when the addition has 
been connected with our conduit lines. The people of our City 
are entitled to clear, pure water at all times, and every endeavor 
is being made and will in the future be made to give it to them. 

The work of Weston and Sampson, our consulting engineers 
in the matter of improvement of our water supply, is greatly 
appreciated ; also the interest taken in the matter by the special 
Committee on Water from your honorable board. 

I believe that the time has come when we should urge our 
representatives in the Legislature to take the initiative with 
our neighboring towns and cities in securing the dredging of 
the Charles River and its banks. This is our greatest natural 
asset and the safeguarding of its waters from pollution is a 
pressing need and a growing one. There is much swampy land 
along its borders which is likely to become a menace to the 
health of our people and is a growing danger to our young 
folks. 

The poor we have always with us, and the City cooperating 
with private welfare agencies and fraternal organizations has 
endeavored to relieve want in a wise but sympathetic manner. 

The Newton Hospital, our only institution for the sick, has 
had a most successful year. The recent campaign for a new 
building fund supported generously by all of our citizens, was 
most successful and money already pledged, with additional 
funds still being gathered, will assure our people of a first 
class, up to date institution for the relief of human suffering. 

It was a gigantic undertaking, most carefully planned and 
well conducted. All who helped rendered real service to the 
City and to surrounding towns. 

Street, sewer and drainage work has been carried on, during 
the past year, and much has been accomplished. About four 
miles of sewers have been constructed in sixty streets. The 
Faneuil Valley Sewer is now under construction. 

Laundry Brook drain has been constructed from the High 
School to Hull Street and the Newtonville drain completed 

New streets have been built. Some have been accepted; 
others are ready for acceptance. 

The work at Bullough’s Pond has been completed. This 
much needed improvement is appreciated, not only by abutters 
but by all who are familiar with the situation which existed 
there. A sanitary nuisance has been abated. 

During the coming year, resurfacing and maintenance of 
streets should receive careful consideration. The work on 
California Street will be completed, and this ought to relieve 
Watertown Street of some of the traffic. 

Cheesecake Brook from the railroad tracks through the West 
Newton Junior High School lot should receive attention, also 
Laundry Brook from the railroad to Walnut Street. The com- 
pletion of Laundry Brook drain will solve a problem which 
has given annoyance to abutters for many years. 

The Wales Street Bridge study will shortly be finished, and 
steps should be taken immediately for a wider structure there. 
Wellesley is cooperating with us to eliminate a dangerous con- 
dition ^t that point. 

The Washington Street Bridge at Lower Falls and the Ken- 
rick Bridge will demand attention in the near future. These 
structures over the river must always be safe for the ad- 
ditional burdens which they are forced to carry. 


I recommend the acceptance of Bothfeld Road, Ellison Road, 
Halcyon Road and Randlctt Park under the betterment act. 

The Planning Board has continued its most important work 
and as a Board of Survey has acted upon twenty-six petitions. 

Life and property have been safeguarded, and our Police and 
Fire Departments have made good records. 

The problems which prohibition has created are being met. 
It is safe to predict that the 18th Amendment will remain in 
the Constitution and that the Volstead Act will not lie changed. 
They who figure otherwise have failed to reckon with the 
economic motive, and the man who talks as though the social 
problem involved in liquor is greater these days than it used 
to be when the saloon was open is mistaken. 

Taking any one of the social issues in which one is interested 
and finding out what that issue was like in the days of the 
saloon, one finds that in every instance that it was more com- 
plicated and more difficult to correct. It was business men and 
not fanatics who had most to do with the adoption of the 18th 
Amendment, and largely for economic reasons. 

The only thing to do is to see that the law is enforced 
and that law breakers are dealt with as their conduct deserves. 
Newton is cleaner than many places. There is, however, room 
for improvement here. I urge all real Americans to cooperate 
with the law enforcing officers of the City. 

Let us by our conduct prove that we are not among those who 
stab the Constitution. Let us by example and education lead 
the minds of the younger generation to a deeper appreciation 
of law and its enforcement. Let us give the prohibition ex- ’ 
periment a better trial. 

Our Fire Department has some important needs. The matter 
of a new fire station at Newton to accommodate an engine and 
ladder company should be carefully studied. The present 
station is in a dangerous locality. A new one should be placed 
on Washington Street near Channing. 

Hose 9 at Chestnut Hill should be replaced with a pumping 
engine. Station 2 at West Newton should be altered to accom- 
modate a ladder company. 

The matter of a new fire alarm system separately housed in 

central headquarters of its own and operated both auto- 
matically and manually ought not to be sidetracked too long. 
The efficiency of the Fire Department, the safety of the citizens 
and the protection of property rests to a large degree on the 
unfailing service of the fire alarm headquarters. One year 
would be required for the construction of a building and equip- 
ment ready for installation and six months more to install. 

Practically three years would be required to complete a new 
fire and police signal system for this city. Taking into con- 
sideration the rapid growth of the city, the additional work re- 
quired of both departments and the hazards connected with our 
present systems, it would seem the part of wisdom not to delay 
commencement of this work too long. 

There is no doubt but that the installation of such a system 
would effect a great saving to our people in the matter of in- 
surance. Additional men are needed in both departments and 
will be requested. 

The city buildings are in good condition, extensive alter- 
ations and repairs having been made during the past year. New 
construction started is progressing. The Administration 
Building at the High School has been completed and is a mas- 
terpiece of workmanship and a credit to the city in appearance, 
use and cost. To it our citizens may point with pride and feel 
that full value has been obtained for the expenditure. 

The work on the Levi F. Warren Junior High School is 
progressing and it will be ready for use at the opening of an- 
other school year. 

The City Stable and Garage on the south side of the City 
were started in September and will be completed by spring. 

The lighting programme for school buildings commenced 
three years ago should be concluded the present year. With 
an appropriation of $4,500.00, proper lighting can be pro- 
cured for the Adams, Burr (portable), Claflin, Hamilton, Old 
Hyde, Rice and Mason Schools. 

Replacement of the Hamilton and Oak Hill Schools will be 
necessary before many years. Th» former is in such a con- 
dition and of such unusual layout and construction that it is 
not profitable to make many changes there. The latter is unfit 
for school purposes. 

Sufficient money will be requested in the Budget for the 
painting of the interior and exterior of many school buildings 
and recommendation will be made for the replacing of steam 
engines and ventilating fans with electric motors at the Bige- 
low, Mason, and Technical High Schools. The hydraulic air 
compressors on the steam automatic control at the Bigelow, 
Mason, and Peirce Schools should be replaced with electric, 
thereby completing the change from hydraulic to electric in all 
but two of our school buildings. 

The year 1930 marks the 300th anniversary of the founding 
of our City. That seems to be an appropriate time toward 
which to look for the opening of a new City Hall. If such a 
building is to be constructed, the location of the same ought 
to be determined before long. 

One of our pressing needs is additional school accommo- 
dations. The members of the School Committee have taken 
their responsibilities seriously and have administered the ex- 
penditure of public funds over which they have control 
judiciously, always keeping in the forefront the physical, mental 
and moral welfare of the children and youth committed to their 
care. 

A growing city makes the problem more acute. Youth is 
our greatest asset, and through education we are making the 
citizenship of the future. 

Ways and means must be devised to solve the problem which 
the south side of the city presents, and relief must be afforded 
for the crowded condition which exists there. Portables should 
be abolished as soon as possible on all school grounds. 

Additional land should be taken adjacent to the Williams 
School in order that more play room may be provided for the 
children; and land which has been used as a playground ad- 
joining the Bowen School at Thompsonville should be pur- 
chased for playground purposes. 1 his land is about to change 
hands and ought to be retained for the use to which it has been 
put by the city in the past through the kindness of the owners. 

A tunnel at the High School under Elm Road connecting

which tho $113,787 were appropriated, 
were tho result of competetlvo bid- 


taken care of In the original appro- 
priation for this school by letting the 
contract In toto, and that they will 
provide for the completion of the 
building excepting the furniture and 
grading of the grounds. Alderman 
Hodgdon asked for more information 
regarding the deferred Items, so that 
the aldermen might know for what 
they were appropriating money. Al- 
derman Collins explained that of the 
amount asked for $48,856 was on the 
general contract, $5685 for plumbing, 
$21,400 for heating, $7050 for electrical 
work, $15,398 for painting, $4240 for 
pipe covering, $6157 for architects' 
fees and $5000 for contigencies. Al- 
derman Hodgdon asked regarding the 
contingency item and Alderman Baker 
sought Information about .the $48,866 
on the general contract. Alderman 
Fitts explained that the contingency 
expense was largely to pay for super- 
vision of the work on the school by 
the Building Department. Alderman 
Collins gave information in answer to 
Alderman Baker’s query. He also 
moved that the Board authorize the 
City Treasurer to borrow $4,000,000 in 
anticipation of the 1927 revenue. 

Alderman Gallagher announced that 
the special committee appointed to 
arrange for the "annual aldermanlc 
dinner” had selected "Sandy Burr” as 
the place where the 1926 City Legis 
lators will "break bread” to show that 
they still love one another. Aider- 
man Hodgdon, careful of his unsullied 
reputation, asked for information as 
to the location and character of “Sandy 
Burr.” He was afraid it might he a 
roadhouse. Alderman Gallagher ack 
nowledged he was not much, if any, 
acquainted with the place, but had 
taken Alderman Bail’s word that It 
was all right. Alderman Bail assured 
his colleague from Ward 5 that “Sandy 
Burr” is a very respectable country 
club, devoted to golf. 

Alderman Baker added his approval 
to the recommendation of President 
Weeks "that the Finance Committee 
take up the various recommendations 
covering appropriations the week be- 
fore the Board meets, in order that as 
many matters as possible be printed 
on the docket.” He stated that last 
year the Board held thirty regular and 
special meetings, anil only on three 
dockets were any reports from the 
Finance Committee. Chairman Collins 
of the Finance Committee remarked 
that this reform has been agitated for 
the past five years, and while it will 
be difficult to accomplish it, he will 
do all he can to co-operate. Aider- 
man Heathcote also favored the recom- 
mendation, saying that frequently 
members of the Finance Committee 
have been asked to make large ap- 
propriations with but an hour or two 
to consider them. The meeting ad- 
journed until January 17th.

AVe were also made to realize some- 
what how we have gone against the 
trust of the people who welcomed the 
white man because they believed he 
had come to save them from sorrow. 
Yet what did we give this great 
creative race which made such val- 
uable contributions to civilization? 
Nothing but a few acres of land on 
which they live in pitiable contrast to 
the way in which they did when they 
roamed over the entire country at 
will.

the next year. He joined the Forum 
at the dissolution of the Debating 
League and became one of the lead- 
ing members of this new effort to re- 
vive interest in the art of speaking. 
In the same connection he also was 
in the English Club for two seasons, 
and in the later months of his senior 
year was on the Board of Editors 
that published the year book, the 
Newtonian. One of the major inci- 
dents of his high school life was the 
management of the Senior Play that 
year which was the production of Mr. 
Francis L. Bacon’s "My Lady Co- 
quetry." While working on the New- 
tonian he found time to contribute 
some of the drawings that added to 
the already fine piece of work that 
the class of 1923 had put out. His 
college companion from this city is 
Gordon Wing, who received his diplo- 
ma from Mayor Childs at the same 
time as Rogers. Wing was in the 
Forum his final vepr and for his first 
two seasons at Colgate was on the 
Glee Club.

What a r e tlie requirements for a 
bomikI no srump bid by dealer? Practi- 
cally ail of the authorities agree lin.t 
one no-trump may be bid by dealer if 
he holds two or . re sure tricks divided 
a . ug three suits. There isn’t much 
i V' ence of opinion as to these require- 
n .Mits but t!ure is considerable ditfer- 
eiiee of opinion as to how these require- 
ments should be applied. As an example 
of the difficulty, a correspondent has 
just written for enlightenment as to the 
meaning of "two tricks divided among 
three suits.” lit order to make this 
phrase perfcctlv clear, an analysis of 
card valuation is necessary. 

The only cards sure of taking tricks 
are the four aces. A guarded king, i. e., 
a king and one or more of a suit, takes 
a trii k ju>t half the time, so is clearly 
worth one-half the value of an ace. A 
guarded queen, i. e., a queen and two 
or mure of a sw , will take a trick about 
half as often as a king, so is worth one- 
quarter trick. There arc four aces, four 
kings anil four queens. Each player 
is entitled to one-fourth of these card*, 
or to one ace, one king, and one queen, 
which is called an average hand. An 
average hand, therefore, containing one 
ace, one king, one queen, is valued at 
one and three-quarter tricks. These 
values are not enough to warrant a bid, 
ih** least required being one queen more 
t'-.an average, or two tricks. If these 
values are divided among at least three 
suits, a no-trump may be bid; if the 
values are confined to one suit, the suit 
r.i{tv be bid. It should be noted tfiat if 
t o honors are held in sequence, the 
lower honor takes the value of the high- 
er Thus, an ace and king in one suit is 
valued at two tricks; a king, queen at 
one trick; a queen, jack at one-half 
trick. An ace, queen, jack combination, 
and a king, queen, jack combination 
are each wort it two sure tricks. Please 
note that these values are all defensive 
or so-called "Sure tricks;" that is, their 
values as trick takers when the opno- 
nenta are playing the hand. Their value 
iu supjxtrt of their own or partner's best 
bid is approximately double their sure 


trick values. 

In order to apply these instructions, 
note the following hands, in which i3 
indicated, after each suit, the value of 
that suit in sure tricks:

MR. 8COYELL BEAD 

Mr. Clinton IT. Scovoll. senior mem- 
ber of the firm of Scovell, Wellington 
Co., prominent public accountants 
and engineers of Boston, died Friday 
at his home on Park street, Newton. 

He was born at Manchester, N. IT., 
July 15. 1876. Ho graduated from 
Harvard in 1903 with degree or A. B., 
and the next year won his A. M. at 
Harvard. During the period from 
1904 to 1906 he was connected with 
accounting work with the Groat 
Northern railroad and the United 
States Smelting, Refinery nnd Mining 
Company, and in 1907 and 1908 he was 
engaged in public accountancy with 
Gunn, Richards & Co., in New York. 

During 1909 and 1910 he was a part- 
ner of Harvey S. Chase Company of 
Boston, and in 1910 he organized 
Clinton H. Scovell & Co., and the firm 
became Scovell, Wellington (ft Co., 
Aug. 1, 1913, when C. Oliver Welling- 
ton became a partner. The firm now 
has nine partners and offices in New 
York, Chicago, Philaddlphi<a. Cleivte- 
land, Syracuse, and Springfield. 

He was interested in civic affairs 
although he never held office. He 
contributed time and money to edu- 
cational Institutions. He was presi- 
dent of the Boston School of Physi- 
cal Education and was a member of 
the American Institute of Account- 
ants, New York Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, Massachusetts So- 
ciety of Certified Public Accountants, 
American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers, Engineers Club, Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, Hnrvnrd clubs 
of Boston and New York, University 
Club, Hunnewell Club of Newton. 
Oakley Country Club, Union Club, the 
Appalachian Mountain Club and So- 
ciety of Industrial Engineers. 

He was married to Rosa W. Gustin 
(Johnson) of Charleston, S. C., 
March 21, 1908, who survives him, 
with two step-daughters, Mrs. Harold 
W. Stevens of Newton and Mrs. Henry 
Scott. Jr., of New York.

MR. WALES DEAD 

Frederick N. Wales, who had de- 
voted forty-four years of service to 
the State of Massachusetts, and at 
the time of his retirement at the end 
of 1925, wns executive secretary of the 
Department of Public Works, died 
Monday at his home, 1964 Beacon 
street, Waban. 

Mr. Wales was horn in Providence, 
R. I., Dec. 30, 1855, and entered the 
employment of the Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners as its only 
draughtsman, in January, 1882. The 
commission was then engaged in fill- 
ing the South Boston flats, and the 
drafting of plans for this work fell 
entirely to him. 

In 1892 Mr. Wales became clerk of 
the hoard, and in 1911. when the di- 
rectors- of the port of Boston were 
created, he took on, in addition, the 
work of clerk of that hoard as well 
as becoming acting chief engineer of 
the Harbor and Land Commission. 
This work continued until 1912. when 
the directors of the port of Boston 
were combined with the Commission 
Waterways and Public Lands. He 
became cleric of that commission nnd 
served until Dec. 1, 1919, when, with 
the crention of the present Depart- 
ment. of Public Works, he became its 
executive secretary. 

Mr. Wales was a member of Dal- 
housie Lodge of Masons of Newton- 
ville. and the Canopy Club whieh is 
made up of Masonic members at the 
State House; the Massachusetts So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers nnd the Bos- 
ton City Club. 

Mr. Wales is survived by his 
widow, who was Marie C. F. Van Lohe 
of England: three sons, Frederick C. 
Wales of Worcester, Ralph Wales of 
Hoosic Falls, N. Y.. and Richard M. 
Wales of Jamaica Plain; also two 
daughters. Mrs. Marie A. Beebee of 
Newtonville and Miss Eleanor Louise 
Wales of Syracuse. N. Y.

the Classical Building with the new Administration Building 
should be constructed during the present year. A visit to the 
school on a rainy day will convince any reasonable person of its 
necessity. 

These projects already have the endorsement of the School 
Committee, and requests for the same have been submitted. 

One of the oldest and most important institutions in our 
City is the Newton Library. Day and night it serves men, 
women and chilidrcn. 

It is interesting to note that there has been a very marked 
» increase in the use of its books during the past year — an in- 
crease of about eight per cent which puts us well over the half 
million mark. 

The new building at West Newton, a great gift of loyal 
citizens, has stimulated interest in that section of the City with 
an increase of 35% for October and November over the cor- 
responding months of 1925. A good start has been made in the 
use of the sub-basement for community activities, and there is 
promise that the building will become a real community centre. 

The memories which the memorial tablets there will always 
stir in the hearts of those who use the building will ever make 
it' a source of inspiration. 

There is need and very great need at the present time for 
stack room at the main library. A new floor of stacks would 
cost approximately $15,000.00. This should be provided the 
present year as the limit in shelving has been reached. 

The Waban branch is hard pressed for room — patrons there 
‘ have to take turns in finding a place to sit or stand. 

Plans have been prepared for new branch buildings at New- 
ton Centre and Auburndale, and the generosity of the people 
4 of those villages will in all probability soon make possible new 
buildings there. 

In 1925, the American Library Association started a survey 
of American libraries based on the figures of 1924. The first 
. two volumes of the report have just appeared. We have reason 
to be proud of the position which our City holds among 
American libraries. 


Among the cities that have over 100,000 volumes, Newton 
ranks second in circulation. San Diego leads with a circulation 
of 10.3 per capita. Newton is second with 9.3 but close to 10 
for this year. 

The citizens of Newton owe much to the unselfish labors of 
the Playground Commission under whose guidance there has 
been a steady and conservatively progressive growth in the 
number of playgrounds, recreation centres and in supervision 
and development. 

They, with the Superintendent of Playgrounds, have placed 
Newton where she now stands as regards recreation activities, 
which are becoming more and more important as young people 
and those of older growth seek to employ wisely their leisure 
hours. 

The eight hour working day has forced upon municipalities 
the necessity for providing facilities for play and recreation. 
On our playgrounds, the younger generations are given the op- 
portunity for self-expression, for the strengthening of charac- 
ter, for the development of the spirit of cooperation and the 
cultivation of the power of leadership. All these traits make 
for a finer citizenship and better Americanism. 

Playgrounds and recreation centres are now generally ac- 
cepted as an important part of municipal and state administra- 
tion, quite as important as schools and churches and Street and 
Health Departments. No wise legislator today questions the 
wisdom of adequate appropriations for their care, maintenance 
and direction. The playgrounds of Newton are the joy of 
children, youth and adults. 

We must never allow the children of any section of our city 
to be crowded into the streets. We must ever be watchful for 
enough open parks and playgrounds. 

Here in this city, we have made a splendid beginning with 
outdoor recreation. The day is not far distant when indoor 
facilities must be provided. School buildings in the future 
should be designed to meet this need, with school authorities, 
Planning Board and Playground Commissioners cooperating. 

Attention should be given this year to the matter of fencing 
playgrounds, in order to protect players, neighboring property 
owners and street traffic. Some of our playgrounds are in need 
of sanitary stations and field houses, and these should gradually 


be provided. One at the Hawthorne Street Playground is a 
most imperative need. 

The demand for tennis courts from the citizens of Auburn- 
dale, Ncwtonville and Nonantum already recorded on petitions 
should be met. 

Edmands Park offers ideal opportunities for winter sports, 
if properly developed, and now that coasting on the public 
streets is almost prohibitive on account of danger from traffic, a 
place should be provided which is safe. Development work on 
this park to make it the beauty spot which it is capable of be- 
coming should be undertaken — a little each year. 

The need of a shelter building at Bullough’s Pond becomes 
greater as the years go by. A building there would pay for 
itself in a short time. 

Land should now be acquired in the cove at Crystal Lake 
where many thousands of our citizens find relief during the 
hot summer months by bathing. A proper bathhouse with 
sanitaries connected with the city sewer and showers should 
be built. This would not only result in more effective super- 
vision and in cleaner water, but also would reduce the number 
of non-resident bathers since the city could charge outsiders for 
such special privileges. 

This whole question needs immediate and sympathetic study. 
I would suggest that a committee of this Board, together with 
the Playground Commission and a committee of citizens in- 
terested in the conditions now prevailing at the Lake, study the 
situation and make such recommendations for the solution of 
this vexing problem as to them seems best. 

One of the most popular innovations of the past summer 
was the Amateur Twilight Baseball League conducted under 
the auspices of the Playground Commission. I wish to publicly 
thank promoters and players for the splendid entertainment 
which they provided for thousands of our people. I strongly 
urge the continuance of the League. The team representing the 
Earnshaw Mills won the first series, that representing the 
Newton Catholic Club, the second series and the final champion- 
ship. 

Many of our citizens today are agitating a public golf course 
for this city. Such a course is contemplated in Weston adjacent 
to Newton by the Metropolitan District Commission. This may 
solve the problem for us. It would be a fine self-supporting 


proposition, and if the State fails to act, a study of the pos- 
sibilities of a Newton course should be made. 

It is a matter of pride (hat the flarmoji Foundation of the 
City of New York conferred upon Newton one of the first 
prizes in a nation wide competition for beautification of play- 
grounds. We were awarded the prize for cities of over 25,000 
population for the layout of the new Hawthorne Street Play- 
ground at Nonantum. 

I have tried to set forth some of the things already accom- 
plished and to point out some of the city’s needs. Everything 
cannot be done at once. We must select the more important 
matters to be attended to this year. By careful planning, I be- 
lieve that we can give the people of our city what they demand 
and meet every legitimate need without burdening them with 
excessive taxation. I shall be glad to cooperate with you to 
this end. 

Newton has never been a misgoverned city. It has always 
been the home of a growing and happy people, the sort of place 
where people grow in goodness and live the best of lives. May 
it continue to grow not only materially but spiritually. 

Let us try to do our part. May we have that vision which 
will enable us to see possibilities, that faith to believe that much 
for which we hope can l>e realized, and the ability to make our 
beliefs and hopes come true. 

It will be easy for us to get along in public service if we do 
what is right and treat people decently. This is the prescription 
for success. 

May we follow it strictly as we try to solve the problems of 
another municipal year together.

[ On her visit to Geneva in the sum- 
mer, she attended a World Court con- 
ference. and heard a discussion of 
America's Fifth Reservation, which is 
the only one that will not be accepted 
by the World Court. Her visit to the 
League of Nations on the day that 
Germany was voted in she described 
with vivid intensity. Her pictures of the 
two dramatic figures. Briand and 
Stresemann, were particularly moving. 
After the session was over Mrs. Poole 
said that Mount Blanc could he seen 
at Geneva. She wondered if it was a 
symbol of “Peace on Earth, Good Will 
I Toward Men,” on this day when the 
two greatest enemies joined hands in 
the League of Nations.

Prosanis Label. Mrs. Willard D. 
Woodbury, State Chairman of Social 
and Industrial Conditions, appeals to 
the Clubwomen for support of the 
Prosanis Label in the following state- 
ment: 

"Early in the fall, every Club re- 
ceived a bulletin from the N. E. Joint 
Board of Sanitary Control, of which 
Professor William Z. Ripley of Har- 
vard is chairman, asking consideration 
of the "Prosanis” label at some meet- 
ing. "Prosanis” conies from two Latin 
words, "pro” meaning for and “sanis” 
meaning healthy people, and its use 
in a garment is a guarantee that the 
garment was made in a factory that Is 
well-ventilated, well-lighted and con- 
stantly supervised by a trained corps 
of inspectors, with adequate fire pro- 
tection and fire prevention and also 
that the workers are receiving a fair 
wage. Already around Boston some 
4.000 workers are protected by this 
label. 

A movement like this which brings 
together large associations of employ- 
ers, the trade unions concerned, and 
the general public in au effort to bet- 
ter working conditions in the factory, 
merits your attention. You will be in- 
terested to know that the first Pros- 
anis label used in New England was 
stitched into a coat by our own "First 
Lady,” Mrs. Alvan T. Fuller. We rec- 
ommend to you that you have more de- 
tailed information in regard to this 
matter presented before your Club.”

GIRL SCOUT CONFERENCE 

Metropolitan District Conference In Charge of Local 
Girl Scouts Over Week-end 


The first session of the Girl Scout 
Conference held a>t Newton, January 
7, 8 and 9, was opened by Miss Ethel 
DeMille of Newton Centre. She spoke 
a few words of welcome to the many 
khaki-clad girls who had gathered to- 
gether from all Metropolitan Division. 
Mrs. Frank A. Day, Newton Commis- 
sioner, Mrs. Charles Mosley, Metro- 
politan Commissioner, and Mrs. 
Arthur Hart, Massachusetts Commis- 
sioner, also spoke a few words to the 
girls. Miss Vera Johnson from the 
Western Division and Miss Rachel Bat- 
telle from the Eastern Division 
brought greetings from their friends 
and wished us success in our confer- 
ence. Miss Bettina King of Melrose 
conducted some very amusing games 
which helped the scouts to get ac- 
quainted with each other. 

Saturday morning saw the dele- 
gates again assembled in the audi- 
torium of the High School for a busi- 
ness session presided over by Miss 
Mary Doyle. Miss Dorothea Davis of 
Lexington led the singing, assisted 
by Miss Nancy Nichols at the piano. 
Three minute reports were given by 
Arlington, Belmont, Boston and Brook- 
line.

“Raising Money" by Miss Audrey 
Scammell. She suggests plays, movies, 
food sales, fairs, circuses and bazaars.

WINS PRIZE 


Playground Judged Among Best In 
Country 


The Playground department of the 
city is justly proud of the fact that 
in the recent competition for the 
greatest progress in playground beau- 
tification during 192f>, the Hawthorne 
street playground in the Nonantum 
district was awarded one of the priz- 
es, consisting of $50 in cash and $50 
worth of nursery stock. 

Thirty-dhree oities were awarded 
prizes, Newton and Turners Falls be- 
ing the only winners in Massachusetts. 

The prizes were offered by the Har- 
mon foundation of New York and were 
intended to stimulate beautiful and 
cultural surroundings in playground 
work. 

Mr. Ernst Hermann, superintendent 
of playgrounds in Newton, said that 
children will go a mile farther to play 
at a beautiful playground, passing by 
those which are not beautiful, for chil- 
dren love beautiful things. He further 
said that Newton did not enter its 
most beautiful playground in the com- 
petition, rather, we put our worst foot 
forward so to speak. We wanted to 
show what could be done. The Haw- 
thorne street playground is in a 
densely populated area drawing about 
2000 children from a quarter mile ra- 
dius. Our aim was to insure an at- 
tractive landscape effect without in- 
terfering with play space— to maintain 
the utility measures as well as the 
landscape features. The addition of 
flowers, shrubs and landscaping was 
an important factor, and another that 
was influential was the minimum of 
expense and the large community co- 
operation extended. 

The awards were made from photo- 
graphs, drawings and descriptions 
showing conditions before and after 
the beautifying work.

Professor W. L. Hanson, of Boston 
University School of Religious Edu- 
cation, will be present, if possible, to 
talk on the new tests and measure- 
ments used in Religious Educational 
work. In the public school such stan- 
dardized tests and measurement scales 
have been used in progressive com- 
munities for ten or twelve years; the 
principles underlying these are now 
being adapted for use in church school 
work. 

Through the proper use of such ma- 
terial, standards of achievement may 
be developed that will give a new im- 
petus to religious instruction. It will 
also be possible to compare the stand- 
ing of individual pupils in any church, 
or the relative standing of church 
schools in a given community. 

The Indiana Survey of Religious 
Education, conducted by the Inter 
Church World Movement, was the first 
I instance of any wide use of such tests 
in this field, for the purpose of dis- 
‘ covering whether or not Indiana 
church school pupils were actually 
learning Bible material. 

Professor Hanson has revised and 
improved these Indian tests and other 
tests. He issues them in such form 
that they can now be given to adults 
| or children of different ages.

Welfare Bureau Extends Work In Past 
Year 

The Family Welfare Department re- 
ports that during the year 1926 the j 
Bureau served 321 families; 105 of; 
these families had not been known pre- i 
viously. 376 letters were received re- 
garding clients; 1177 letters were writ- 
ten in the behalf of clients. 2040 visits 
were made in the homes and in behalf 
of clients; 444 calls were made at the 
Bureau’s office by clients, and 283 calls 
at the office by consultants in behalf 
of clients. There were 2197 telephone 
conferences or interviews, making a 
total of 5960 interviews with and In 
behalf of clients. 

The average man and woman does 
not think of tools in connection with 
the welfare worker. Nevertheless, the 
welfare worker has her tools, and the 
Interview is her pre-eminent tool. A 
large share of the constructive work 
with families is developed thru the in- 
terview. During the 5960 interviews 
made by the Welfare Bureau during 
1926, friendly contacts were estab- 
lished, helpful advice was given, guid- 
ance to the perplexed, sympathy to the 
troubled and aged, instruction, en- 
lightenment, and inspiration. Sick- 
ness was the outstanding disability In 
the families served. Unemployment 
came next, then underemployment, in- 
sufficient Income, old age. 

Problems dealing with old age are 
usually difficult. Not only must the 
welfare worker have knowledge and 
skill but lovingkindness and patience. 
During 1926, the Bureau made a dis- 
tinct contribution of service and relief 
to a number of aged women. 

In one of our villages was a pert 
little old woman of 86, cozily living 
alone in a basement tenement of two 
rooms. She was old. She was alone. 
When she was referred to the 
Bureau by her landlord, she was near- 
ly penniless. The Bureau’s visitor 
discovered there were two able-bodied 
sons. These sons were interviewed 
£nd promised to pay a weekly sum thru 
the Bureau toward their mother’s sup- 
port. The short, cold days of the win- 
ter took such heavy toll ot’ the client’s 
strength that landlord and neighbors 
telephoned that some other plan should 
be made for her. They made no at- 
tempt to persuade the little woman to 
consider another home — that task be- 
longed to the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
and the Bureau’s visitor called twice 
and three times a week thru a period 
of some months with that Job in mind, 
At last, the little woman gave her con 
sent, and one of the sons was per 
suaded to open his home to his mother 
where a short time later she died sur 
rounded by comfort and considerate 
care.

RECEPTION TO TEACHERS 

Mayor and School Committee Sponsor First Affair of 
Kind in City 


At the High School Auditorium last 
Friday evening, “The first function of 
its kind ever held in any city,” to 
quote the words of School Committee- 
man Joseph F. Lockett, took place, 
I when the Mayor and the School Com- 
| raittee of Newton gave a reception in 
j honor of the teachers of the Newton 
schools. In addition to the teachers, 
all the aldermen, the heads of the vari- 
ous City Departments, and members of 
the Boards and Commissions of New- 
ton were invited to attend. While the 
members of the Boards and Commis- 
sions were well represented, but few of 
the aldermen came. 

The affair started at 7.30, when the 
several hundreds of teachers present, 
together with those members of the 
City Government who attended the re- 
ception, passed along the receiving line 
which included Mayor and Mrs. Childs, 
Judge Michael J. Murray of Boston, 
Mr. Maxwell Hutchins and Mrs. Hutch- 
ins, Mr. and Mrs. Maynard Hutchinson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Elliott Church, Mr. and 
Mrs. William F. Coan. Mr. George H. 
Tracy, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph F. Lock- 
ett, Mr. and Mrs. Grosvenor Calkins, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ulysses G. Wheeler, and 
Miss Mabel Bragg. Following the re- 
ception. which was held in the gymna- 
sium. the assemblage went to the audi- 
torium. where Joseph F. Lockett, in 
behalf of the School Committee, wel- 
comed the teachers. In opening his 
remarks, he observed that after hav- 
ing been in the receiving line, he felt 
assured that Newton has the youngest 
and handsomest teachers in the State. 
Mr. Lockett was referring more partic- 
ularly to the lady teachers, although 
the male teachers in the Newton 
schools have their share of male pul- 
chritude. 

Mr. Lockett referred to the hundreds 
of young and old men and women who 
attended the recent reunion of the 
High School Alumni, thus showing 
their appreciation for the school and 
their former teachers. He said. “Next 
to their parents, persons appreciate 
their teachers. Because of complex 
conditions today the work of school 
teachers has multiplied. Many per- 
sons feel that teachers have sinecures, 
but I think they have difficult jobs." 


As proof of the efficiency of the New- 
ton teachers, Mr. Lockett told of the 
high standards attained by pupils in 
the schools of this city, and after 
graduation in the higher institutions 
of learning to which they went. He 
said, “This occurrence will give an 
opportunity for the members of the 
School Committee, the City Govern- 
ment and the teachers to meet one an- 
oher. Next to the protection of life 
and property, the most important func- 
tion of the city is education.” He re- 
marked that the efficiency of our 
schools depends on having competent 
teachers. In introducing Mayor 
Childs, Mr. Lockett referred to the 
many terms the Mayor has served, and 
expressed the opinion that he perhaps 
might continue to be elected “When we 
have passed from the scene." 

Mayor Childs welcomed the official 
family and the distinguished speaker 
of the evening. Judge Murray. He 
told those present that they had each 
and all been elected, selected or ap- 
pointed because they are supposed to 
be properly equipped for the work in 
which each is engaged. This work 
said the Mayor, “Is to assist in build- 
ing up and developing a city with a 
soul.” He continued “Such a meeting 
as this arouses us to a realization that 
there are others in this city besides 
ourselves; other jobs as important as 
ours; we all contribute to the growth 
and perfection of the whole; we all 
are necessary.’’ He told the teachers 
that they are responsible for laying 
the foundation of the education of the 
young. “I was glad.” he said, “to hear 
at the High School Alumni reunion, 
graduates placing laurel wreaths on 
their former teachers.” The Mayor 
reminded his auditors that their duty 
is to develop real Americanism, and 
that real Americans do not depend on 
ancestry, wealth or pull, but capacity 
for work and devotion to ideals. He 
believes the Newton schools are de- 
veloping such a spirit. Alluding to 
Mr. Lockett’s praise of him, Mayor 
Childs said, “I am not a great man. I 
realize there are men in Newton who 
would make better Mayors than I have 
been, but if I were not conscious that

To (late it has swept over all 
opposition including that of Melrose, 
one of the schools that figured In last 
year’s triple tie. Melrose was a com- 
paratively easy victim and was turned 
hack 3 to 1 last week. Melrose in turn 
came back and defeated Cambridge 
Latin in an extra period on Monday. 
Newton and Cambridge will not take 
the ice against each other until the 
last day of this month at Russell Field 
I rink. in the meanwhile Newton 
should not run up against any team 
that will cause it great opposition. 

Yesterday afternoon at Stoneham 
the orange and black took the home 
sextet jjito camp 4 to 2 thereby van- 
quishing the only other team that was 
conceded a chance to figure in the 
running. A small rink bothered New- 
ton a little in the first period and they 
were rather slow in getting started.

On Wednesday the Boston High 
School of Commerce six gave Newton 
a practice session on Bullough’s pond.

Since last week was one of more 
or less arduous labor, we will stop 
by the rond side and rest thlH week 
In one college, Connecticut College 
for Women by name.

every day I have the opportunity to 
develop In this city a better spirit 
among all races, creeds and kinds, I 
would not want to hold the Job for 
ten minutes.” 

Judge Michael J. Murray was intro- 
duced by Mr. Lockett and in opening 
his address referred to his early school 
days at Fitchburg. He said “that as 
we grow older, we look back on our 
school days and the faces of our teach- 
ers loom up and our appreciation of 
them increases." He asserted, “that 
as we become older, we realize our 
heaviest crosses are those of our own 
making. Persons spend much time 
telling of their rights, but little time 
telling of their attendant obligations.” 

. “Afer home and church,” said Judge 
Murray, “comes the school : and 
schools are able to do what the 
churches cannot. They are helpful tp 
a community in just such measure as 
they develop hoys and girls to meet 
the responsibility of citizenship. 
Teachers, in common with all, can* ac- 
complish more if each finds out his or 
her individual shortcomings. Most 
misunderstandings in life could be 
' avoided if we realized our own fail- 
ings. Eliminate all nasty prejudice 
along lines of race, religion and social 
distinction. Abraham Lincoln was 
great because of his love for all man- 
‘ kind. In promoting good citizenship, 
teachers can do more than any class 
in Newton. I have grown impatient 
with some people because of their race 
or religious prejudice. God did not be- 
lt stow blessings or talents on any one 
race to the exclusion of other races.” 
He alluded to the disparaging com- 
ments made by some at Italians, and 
stated that the Italian race, more than 
any other, has contributed to the de- 
velopment of modern civilization. He 
said, “We are here, sprung from many 
races, because Columbia invited our 
forebears to these shores." He con- 
demned the mixing of politics with re- 
ligion, and contended that should race 
and religious prejudice run rampant 
in this country, strife as horrible as 
that in the late war would ensue. He 
told the teachers it is within their 
power to raise a generation of boys 
and girls free from hatred. 

"What right have I.” asked Judge 
Murray, “to inquire whence comes my 
u neighbor, or what church he goes to?" 
“We are responsible in religion to 
GOD alone.” He commented "that reli- 
gion is something we are born into.” 
and he advised every father and moth- 
er in Newton to take their children 
to their church. He said, “that the 
father should take the children, when- 
ever possible, and not shift this duty 
to the mother. When fathers shirk 

• their parental obligations they lose the 
respect of their children, and cannot 
control them. He advised the teachers 
to teach their pupils to love one an- 
other. and asserted that a teacher 1ms 
within his or her power the ability to 
win the affection of every child In the 
room where he or she presides. “Don’t 
be too severe,” said .Judge Murray, 
“the boy or girl you don’t like, is the 
one you should give special considera- 

• tion to.” 

He told of having seen much of the 
baser side of life during the twenty 
years he has been on the bench as 
judge. Of the 75,000 persons who have 
come before him as defendants, most 
have not been of the criminal class, 
and if dealt with as criminals, a large 
percentage of them would have been 
lost forever to society. He chided 


those who put all persons summoned 
into courtB Into the same box, assert- 
ing “that all who commit infractions 
of the laws are no criminals or law- 
breakers.” In connection with this re- 
proval to the unduly severe, he ad- 
monished the "rigidly righteous” not 
to condemn the young ladies who 
smoke cigarettes, although he ad- 
mitted that personally he does not 
favor this practice. “Try to get hold 
of a boy or girl who is slipping,” 
urged Judge Murray of his auditors, 
“give kind, not cross words, and help 
them to straighten out. Human na- 
ture is the most fascinating study in 
the world. We should try. to correct 
our own lives. GOD has given you 
the opportunity to mold the characters 
of children. Your inspiration may 
make some young life blaze Into use 
fulness.’’ 

Mr. Lockett, at the conclusion of 
Judge Murray’s address, gave public 
appreciation of the School Committee’s 
appreciation of the many years able 
service of Superintendent Wheeler, 
and his assistant, Miss Bragg. School 
Committeeman Grosvenor Calkins in- 
vited the teachers to attend the Read 
Fund Lectures which will be given In 
the near future at the Underwood 
School auditorium by Edward Howard 
Griggs. Mr. Calkins told briefly of 
the various bequests for the benefit of 
residents of Newton, made by the late 
Charles Read.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


While little business is usually 
transacted prior to the closing time 
for bills to be filed, which will l>o to- 
morrow afternoon at flvo o’clock, the 
Great and general Court has already 
started committee hearings on some 
of the important measures already 
filed. 

Newton residents will he interested 
in a hill filed by Senator Simoneau of 
this district for a study of the possi- 
bility of constructing a new highway 
between Newton and Worcester on 
the line of the old Worcester turnpike. 
The hill is on the petition of Franklin 
T. Miller of Auburndale. who is the 
receiver of the Boston & Worcester 
Street Railway Company. 

Mr. Henry I. Harrimnn of Newton, 
chairman of the Metropolitan Planning 
Division has tiled a bill for a two cent 
gasolene tax to be paid by the distrib- 
utors of gasolene in the first instance 
and such receipts to go into a fund 
for road improvement. 

Another interesting bill for this 
community is the proposal to cover 
the B. & A. track location from Cot- 
tage Farm to Huntington avenue, and 
use it for an avenue for vehicular traf- 
fic. 

Representative Luitwieler has filed 
several important bills, one to include 
busses within the law governing the 
passing of street cars by motor ve- 
hicles, and another for the prosecu- 
tion of minor automobile offences by 
notice to the Registrar of Motor Ve- 
hicles. 


POLICE NEWS 


Raymond Hunter of Robbins street, 
Waltham was found not guilty In the 
Newton court last Friday on the 
charge of driving so as t6 endanger 
the lives and safety of the public. 
The complainant against him was 
another Waltham man, William Pratt, 
whose car and that of Hunter col- 
lided at the corner of River and Lex- 
ington streets, recently; Pratt being 
injured in the smash. Pratt claimed 
that Hunter was driving 35 or 40 
miles an hour along the Icy street 
when his auto skidded and crashed 
into the complainant’s. Hunter had 
witnesses who refuted the testimony 
of Tast driving. 

Some chauffeurs of bank and mail 
automibiles seem to have the idea 
that they are privileged. They ignore 
the laws pertaining to traffic and 
drive along the highways at a reck- 
less pace. On December 27, Officer 
Bill Dowling was standing in front 
of Police Headquarters when an auto- 
mobile of the Federal Reserve Bank 
whizzed through the business section 
of Washington street doing 40 miles. 
It went by Dowling so fast he had 
no time to stop the car. which was 
being driven on the wrong side of the 
street. At Houghton’s Corner, the 
speeding bank bus hit an auto driven 
by Morris Gee of Waltham, who was 
injured. Dowling rushed to the scene 
of the accident and found the driver 
of the bank car quite pert. He sug- 
gested to Dowling that the officer 
make his questioning “snappy.” as 
he was an hour and a half late on 
his schedule. Dowling was not awed 
by the command of the chauffeur, 
even though this person was operat- 
ing a car for such a mighty concern 
as the Federal Reserve Bank. The 
officer escorted the hurrying indi- 
vidual. Roland Judge of Malden, back 
to Police Headquarters and booked 
him for reckless driving. Judge was 
in court last Friday, was found guil- 
ty by Judge Bacon, and fined $20. He 
appealed. 

John F. Ward of Audubon road, 
Boston, arrMested last week by Offi- 
cers Marden and Feeley while driving 
through Newton under the influence 
of liquor, was fined $100 by Judge 
Bacon. The charge of driving with- 
out a license or registration was 
placed on file. 

Perhaps the smallest prisoner ever 
brought into Police Headquarters on 
. warrant arrived there at 7.45 Wed- 
nesday morning. The culprit, arrested 
for violation of probation, was a small 
youth, 7 years of age, and 3 feet, 9 
inches tall. The measuring device at 
headquarters could not be used on 
this prisoner, so he had to be meas- 
ured with a foot rule. This young 
person was before the juvenile court 
a few months ago for having misap- 
propriated a number of toy wagons, 
scooters, and kiddy carts. This time 
he was apprehended as an habitual 
truant. He was remanded to his 
father’s custody to be tried in the 
session of the juvenile court today.

After the usual business meeting 
Hon. Charles E. Hatfield, treasurer of 
Middlesex County gave a most enjoy- 
able address telling clearly and ably 
of the government of the County. He 
answered questions from a question- 
naire which had previously been sent 
to every member of the League. 

He told of the CounTy Officers, their 
duties and bow they are elected. He 
spoke also of the County Budget, 
County Courts and County Institu- 
tions, adding here and there a word 
about the unselfish service of the offi- 
cers of the county, also giving a vivid 
touch to the great field of politics, 
making it alluring and at the same 
time showing that many citizens avoid 
their duty by refraining from any pub- 
lic service.

Harness for Dogs 

The ordinary style of harness used 
for dogs drawing sleds is made of 
rawhide straps. It consists of a col- 
lar with a strap extending down from 
the back of the neck to the middle of 
the back, where It meets a strap which 
passes from the lower part of the col- 
lar between the forelegs and up on 
each side over the ribs, to be attached 
to the hack strap ; at this point Is 
made fast the leading line, which Is 
from three to five feet long, and Is 
attached either directly to the front 
of the sled or to a single straight 
leading line fastened to the sled and 
extending forward to a distance suf- 
ficient for the attachment of ‘all the 
dogs belonging to the team. When 
the team consists of more than three 
dogs, they are attached to the main 
leading line In pairs, with the most 
Intelligent (log in front as a leader.

HEALTH REPORT 

The report of the Board of Health 
for the month of December shows that 
there was an outbreak of mumps in 
the city last month. Of the 89 cases 
of swollen faces, forty were in Ward 
4, in Ward 7, seventeen, in Ward 5, 

( fourteen, in Ward 6, nine, in Ward 1, 
five, and in Ward 3, four. There were 
41 cases of whooping cough reported 
j during the month, 14 cases of scarlet 
fever. 18 cases of chicken-pox, 5 cases 
of lobar-pneumonia and 1 case of ty- 
phoid. Many persons are of the opin- 
ion that when the ground is covered 
with snow, there is less disease than 
i when we have an open winter. There 
fwas plenty of snow last month; also 
plenty of sickness. There were 53 
deaths in Newton during December; 
eight of these were sudden deaths. 
The total number of deaths in the city 
during 1926 was 560, 39 more than in 
1925. * 

| The Sanitary Division of the Board 
of Health investigated nineteen com- 
plaints last month, issued eighteen 
orders and abated nine nuisances. 
I Thirty-two samples of milk were ex- 
amined. eight dairies, sixty-five mar- 
kets and thirteen bakeries inspected. 
Milk from two dairies which supplied 
persons in this city, was placed on the 
prohibited list. 


First Iron Vessels 

It Is not recorded who first discov- 
ered that an Iron vessel would fioal as 
easily as a wooden one. It is recorded 
that an iron boat was built and 
luunched on the IUver Foss, In York- 
shire, England, as early as 1777, hut 
the dute of the invention of iron as a 
recognized material for ship construc- 
tion Is often given ns 1818, when the 
lighter Vulcan was built on the Monk- 
land canal, near Glasgow, Scotland. 


California’s Capital 

Before being admitted us a state, 
the capital of California was Mon- 
terey, alternately with Los Angeles. 
Monterey was the capital from 1840 to 
1845, Los Angeles from 1845 to 1847. 
Monterey wus again the capital from 
1847 until California was admitted as 
a new state. In 1849 Sacramento of- 
fered $1,000,000 for the honor of be- 
coming the state eapltul, and became 
•flicialb’ recognized as such in 1854. .

Posthumous Fame All 

Accorded to Shelley 

It seems strange that unpublished 
poems and letters of Shelley could be 
found at this lute date In the Har- 
vard library, not ns leaves Inserted In 
another man's production, hut as part 
of a notebook of the poet’s own mak- 
ing, Rays the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. One would suppose that n 
book held in such scholarly custody 
for 23 yenrs would have been ex- 
amined with care long ago to discover 
any precious traces of “Ariel," espe- 
cially when the volume was known to 
have been in the possession of the ill- 
starred genius whose smallest manu- 
script, like any holograph of Burns 
or Keats, Is a capital prize today. In 
his whole lifetime Shelley received 
qbout $400 from the publishers of his 
poems. Without Income from other 
sources, he could not have rounded 
even the short term of yenrs that fate 
allotted him. Ills career provides one 
of many Instances In which a poet who 
failed of widespread public recogni- 
tion In bis dny has won a posthumous 
glory which has made Ills manuscripts 
the object of eager competition among 
bibliophiles. 


Good Stories Spread 

With Amazing Speed 

Who originates the witty sayings 
and naughty stories which appear 
every day or so and run over the coun- 
try as wildfire never ran? Who car- 
ries them on what wings? 

I hear one of these good things in a 
club or at a lunch table downtown In 
New York and hurry uptown to try 
them on my colleagues at Columbia, 
snys Carl Van Doren in the Century 
Magazine. Half the time, however, the 
thing has got there before nie. I leave 
town for Chicago, say, and I am still 
like as not too late to surprise any- 
body with my goods. 

There is a belief firmly held by many 
people that the telegraph operators 
spend their free hours during the night 
spreading the news. If this Is true, 
the services of those useful men ought 
to he recognized, If not rewarded. 
What a charming Iden It Is thnt wit 
goes whispering over the wires while 
the wits rest from their labors! It 
makes the country resemble a sleeping 
person in whom the unconscious sends 
the strangest niessuges along his 
dreaming nerves. 


New York City's Water 

The boroughs of Manhattan and 
Bronx, New York city, prior to the in- 
troduction of Catskill water, were 
supplied entirely from the Croton wa- 
tershed. The Croton watershed fur- 
nishes about half of the water supply, 
the other half being obtained from 
tlie Esopus watershed. The Catskill 
supply, introduced in 1P17: is obtained 
from the Schoharie and Esopus water- 
sheds, in the Catskills. The water Is 
diverted through the Shandaken tun- 
nel. At the outlet of the tunnel the 
water thus diverted joins the water 
of the Esopus creek and finds Its way 
Into the Ashokan reservoir, where It 
Is available for the main Catskill 
aqueduct. The Ashokan reservoir lies 
about 14 miles west of the Hudson at 
Kingston, N. Y. The Croton water- 
shed lies 22 miles north of the city 
line, and has an area of 375 square 
miles, and a safe yield of 330, (XX), 000 
gallons a day. The water from the 
Croton watershed is collected in 12 
reservoirs and 0 lakes and ponds. 


Indians Burned Coal 

Coal, as the advertisement says, 
nmy answer the burning question, but 
here is nn oddity about coal known to 
few, remarks “Gerard” in the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer. 

Jesuits traveling westward through 
Canada as early as 1000 found Indians 
burning coal instead of wood. In “The 
Jesuit Relations,” edited by Edna Ken- 
ton, I discover the earliest record of 
coal as a fuel anywhere In America. 

Describing the I'oualak nation, 
which was a fierce and warlike peo- 
ple, the Jesuits made this observa- 
tion : 

“As wood is scanty in supply and 
small in size in their country, nature 
has taught them to make fire with coal 
from the earth.”

Men- 
tal disturbances of this nature cause 
a person to act abnormally.

Everyone thought she 
was a common thief. It was proved 
later that she was suffering from a 
severe cold and was Incapable of dis- 
tinguishing between her own and 
other people’s property. 


Elephants in America 

Fossil remains of the American type 
of elephant or mastodon Itnvc been 
found In various parts of North Amer- 
ica. The actual association of man 
and mammoth in America has not been 
proved, however. In Afton, Okla.. 
there Is a sulphur spring from which 
have been brought to light remains of 
the mammoth and mastodon. In this 
spring were also found numerous Im- 
plements of Mint, principally arrow 
heads. Prof. J. M. Clarke of Attica 
N. Y.. found hones of a mastodon four 
feet below the surface of the ground 
Similar remains have also been found 
ut Big Bone Lick In Kentucky.

by the Gas Company to repair this 
lamp and put it into operation. We 
wonder how many more street lamps 
throughout the city are not function- 
ing. The taxpayers are paying for 
service which is not being given. 


We reside on an unaccepted street. 
Although this street is not accepted, 
the land and houses abutting it are 
taxed and the city in return for the 
taxes paid among other things fur- 
nishes two gas lights to enable resi- 
dents on this street to have some 
small degree of assistance in travel- 
ling along it at night. For about six 
weeks one of these two lights has 
not been lighted. The police officer 
on the route repeatedly reported this 
fact to headquarters, and headquar- 
ters repeatedly notified the Gas Com- 
pany. A week ago last night the 
street was unusually slippery, and as 
we left our residence to come to the 
office, in the darkness occasioned by 
the utter lack of any street light, we 
stepped on a very slippery spot and 
took a nose-dive. Our beezer hit the 
ice, and we suffered a contusion and 
cut .on our right knee. 

So. when we arrived at the office, 
we telephoned Police Headuarters to 
complain about the non-lighted gas 
lamp. To date nothing has been done 


When the gas lamps “illuminating” 
our streets, were lighted by men car- 
rying hand torches, they were kept 
in working order. Now, that they 
are lighted by clockwork, it is a 
common occurrence for some of them 
to be “off duty” for long periods. On 
the street where we reside, there are 
two gas lamps. Some miscreant broke 
the globe on one of these lamps seve- 
ral weeks ago. We intended to report 
to the proper officials the fact that 
this lamp was not functioning. But 
we kept forgetting to do so. Last 
night we called up Police Headquar- 
ters to report that this particular 
lamp had not been lighted nights for 
some time. We remembered to make 
this complaint, because, while travel- 
ling along the darkened street, we 
stepped on some ice. and landed on 
our “phiz” with much force. We 
noticed for a couple of nights this 
week, lanterns placed by the police or 
Street Department employees at the 
flooded crosswalks along Washington 
street. Some persons who got their 
feet wet, must have complained. 

Something will have to be done to 
make automobiles more easy to iden- 
tify. With cars being turned out by 
the millions, dozens of the same type 
car will be owned in one neighbor- 
hood, and embarrassing mistakes re- 
sult. The other night among the

Women in Business 

in Ancient Babylon 

Modern times have a retnurkable 
counterpart 4,<XX> years ago in ancient 
Babylon, says Capper’s Weekly.

Tablets exhumed by Edward 
Ohlern, American Assyrlologist, show 
they worked in factories and engaged 
In trade on their own account. They 
had a monopoly of the saloon business, 
but the saloons of nncient times were 
even less respectable than the modern 
Institution, consequently the women 
barkeepers were not held in high es- 
teem. There were stenographers then, 
most of them women. The so-called 
cuneiform writing was so complicated 
it took many years to learn It, conse- 
quently almost everyone simply dic- 
tated letters to scribes, who sat at 
tables near the gates of cities. These 
ancient stenographers held positions 
of influence and responsibility, as they 
were lawyers as well, and saw to it 
that all contracts were legally worded.

Two Varieties of Stars 

The words “giant” and "dwarf” have 
reference to intensive brightness 
rather than to mass, though differ- 
ences in volume are involved. One 
theory of star evolution is that in the 
beginning all stars are of gas of ex- 
traordinarily low density and of low 
temperature and surface brightness. 
Such tire the red stars. They contract, 
grow continually hotter and pass 
through successive stages toward the 
white hot state, although not all stars 
reach that state. The stars undergo- 
ing these changes in the ascending 
brunch are chiefly "giants." After- 
ward, the stars begin to fall off in tem- 
perature and luminosity, and gradually 
pass to the red stage and then to in- 
visibility. The stars on this descend- 
ing brunch are termed "dwarfs.”

WORK FOR THE BLIND 

Transcribing hooks into Braille type 
for blind readers has been an organ- 
ized part of the Volunteer Service or 
Production Committee of a great many 
Red Cross Chapters. The Newton 
Chapter wishes to explain this work 
in the hope that there may be some 
who have time and desire to become 
Braille Transcribers. 

Training and instruction in Braille 
transcribing may he learned by cor- 
respondence in 10 lessons with the 
aid of a Manual published by the Red 
Cross or through a local instructor. 

There are two ways of writing 
Braille books by hand, with a writer 
or a slate. Prices of writers vary 
from $35 to $49 and have the advant- 
ages of visible writing minimized phy- 
sical effort and somewhat quicker 
work. The slates are a simpler meth- 
od, quite as satisfactory In result — cost 
$1.90. 

As the hand copied Braille book 
should last many years, its life de- 
pends upon the life of the paper used. 
Paper tested and approved by the Red 
Cross costs $4.75 per one thousand 
sheetB. 

The time necessary to learn Braille 
transcribing will depend upon the ap- 
plication of the individual and the per- 
sistant work and time devoted to the 
ten lessons as outlined in the Manual. 

The Newton Chapter is willing to 
underwrite the cost of the proof read- 
ing of a book that has been transcribed 
under its direction.

daughter arrived in Boston, August. 

1925. He secured work in Newton hut 
at the end of six weeks was laid off. 

A fortnight later he succeeded in find 
ing work in Natick. His family, con- 
siting of wife and six children, ar 
rived in Newton from Scotland, Decem- 
ber, 1925. In February 1926, occurred 
the blizzard. Mr. B. was unable to 
return home, and sought the home of 
| a friend In Natick. A wrenched knee 
made the struggle thru the drifts 
doubly difficult and he became thor- 
oughly chilled during the exposure. 

He contracted a heavy cold, and rlieu 
mutism in an acute form developed. 

A Newton physician sent him to the 
Out Patient Department of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital for treat- 
ment. After following the treatment 
for two months he was obliged to dis- 
continue because of inability to meet 
carfares to and from the Hospital, 
iidmission fees. X-rays, bandages, etc. 

He was sure Scotland would cure his 
ills and in spite of excruciating pains, 
worked his passage back on a cattle 
boat in July 1926. Strange to say. 

Scotland did improve his condition 
and he wrote his family in the United 
States that prospects for an early re- 
turn to the mines seemed bright. Of 
course Mrs. B. and her children were 
desirous of once again establishing a 
home in Scotland, and she appealed to 
the Vice-Consul of the British Con- 
sulate for a reduction of expense of 
passage for self and children*. The 
Vice-Consul thought Mrs. B. seemed 
like an honest woman, but when she 
told him that she had saved $200 In 
the midst of all their troubles, he was 
suspicious that she might have saved 
more and wanted the Welfare Bureau 
to study the situation. Later, upon 
the recommendation of the Welfare 
Bureau the Vice-Consul reduced the 
family’s passage half of the regular 
fare to $279. After selling the furni- 
ture for $50. Mrs. B. was short $30 
and clothing for the children. The 
Executive of the Scots’ Charitable So- 
ciety was approached by our visitor 
and promised $50. The Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau expended $20 for three 
boys’ suits and gave four new gingham 
dresses from its store-room, and the 
family sailed on Saturday, October 30 
— just 29 days after the problem was 
referred to the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau. 

From December 1923 to June 1926, 
the Welfare Bureau co-operated with 
a worker in the Insular and Foreign 
Operations Department of the Na- 
tional Red Cross in planning the re- 
turn to this country of a young girl, 
who was born in Whitinsville, Massa- 
chusetts, and who had gone with her 
mother and aged grandmother for a 
visit with relatives in Armenia. The 
uncle of the girl is a shoe-maker in 
one of the villages of Newton. The 
Bureau was asked to get in touch with 
him regarding a plan for the girl’s re- 
turn, after it was found that because 
of the new Immigration Law the moth- 
er and grandmother could not enter 
the United States. After correspond- 
ence covering a year, in which thirty 
to forty letters and various affidavits 
passed thru this office, word was re- 
ceived in October 1925 that the girl’s 
passport had been issued and forward- 
ed to the American Consul General at 
Constantinople for delivery to her. 

In the meantime, the girl’s uncle had 
been sending money to Armenia for 
the support of his relatives as well as 
money for the transportation of the 
girl. Plans were all made for, the 
Travelers’ Aid representative to meet 
the girl in New York in December 
1925 when we learned that the girl 
had not been allowed to leave Turkey. 

The Turks had fined her 30 liera, 
claiming that she had not filed :i cer- 
tain paper required by law — that all 
foreigners must sign when they expect 
to remain in that country more than 
15 days. The Turkish authorities in- 
formed the girl that they would not 
allow her to come to the United States 
as both her parents were born in Tur- 
key. They did say they would give 
her a Turkish passport and allow her 
to come to the United States in ex- 
change for her American passport and 
her birth certificate, which they would 
then destroy. Matters were again 
j taken up with the American Consul 
and the Red Cross worker at Wash- 
ington, and in June 1926, definite word 
w r as again received that the girl was 
to sail for the United States. On

It is a frequent occurrence to have 
persons brought into court and fined 
for throwing glass onto a street. Much 
of the glass thrown on our highways 
is hurled by persons under the influ- 
ence of liquor, or by small boys. Few 
sober persons of mature years would 
be so contemptible as to throw glass 
on a street, knowing that it probably 
would cause damage to many tires. 
Many complaints are being received 
of tires destroyed or damaged from a 
‘cause other than glass. All along our 
highways are pieces of sharp pointed 
chain-links clipped off by motorists 
who leave them in the middle or along 
the sides of the streets. Just where 
( they were nipped off from the tire 
chains. Apparently it does not occur 
to these thoughtless automobile oper- 
ators that these sharp chain fragments 
j are much more apt to puncture tires 
than tacks or nails. The police of this 
city should summon into court any 
' person discovered leaving these dam- 
aging articles in public highways. The 
police have the authority to do so as 

I the following City Ordinance shows: 

Section 194: No person shall throw, 
or sweep into, or place, or drop and 
suffer to remain in any street, any 
piece of hoop, board, wood, wire, 
paper, bottle, glass, or any nail, tack, 
sweepings, sawdust, soot, ashes, cin- 
ders. shavings, hair, manure, oyster 
[shell, clam shell, lobster shell, card, 
handbill, or rubbish or filth of any 
kind, or any noxious or refuse liquid 
or solid matter or substance. 

Section 195: Whoever violates any 
provision of the preceding section 
shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
I ing $20 for each offence, and not only 
1 the person actually doing the prohibit- 
ed thing, but also his employer and 
every person concerned in so doing 
shall be punished by a like fine. 

So. any individual who thinks glass 
is the only thing one can be arrested 
for throwing in a street, should per- 
use the foregoing ordinances.

ARTICLE No. 6 


If the question were asked: “Which 
do you enjoy the more, winning or los- 
ing,” practically every auction player 
would reply: “winning.” That is prob- 
ably right and yet it is a well known 
fact that the winning player is always 
willing to quit while the losing one will 
play all night if he can get a game. It 
seems to be human nature to desire to 
cash in on one’s profits, to quit a win- 
ner, and yet that is one of the greatest 
mistakes a player can make. The time 
to keep on playing is when you are 
winning. “Push your luck and limit 
your losses,” is one of the greatest 
maxims of the game and yet the one 
least followed. When you are holding 
good cards during an evening’s play, 
don’t think about talcing home your 

f irofits. Keep on (flaying while your 
uck lasts and don’t stop until it changes. 
On the other hand, it you are losing, 
don’t keep on playing. A bad luck 
streak is one of the hardest things to 
break there is, so don’t try it. One of 
the best “money” players in the coun- 
try, and by “money player” is meant a 
man who plays auction bridge for high 
stakes anti wins, makes it an invariable 
rule to stop playing if he loses three 
rubbers in succession. It may not be 
good sportsmanship but it certainly is 
good judgment. Think it over and see 
whether you are getting the most out 
of your good cards and losing as little 
as possible when you are holding poor 
cards. If you can learn this lesson and 
stick to it, you have made great strides 
toward becoming a winning player. 

The other night a point was raised in 
one of the New York Card Clubs that 
caused considerable discussion. The 
dealer bid one club, second ham! pass'd, 
and the dealer's partner held the fol- 
lowing hand: 

Hearts — 10, 8, 4, 2 
Clubs — none 
Diamonds — 10, 9, 7, 6, 3 
Spades — J, 8, 5, 3 


Should he deny his partner’s club bid or 
pass? As a general rule a player should 
overbid his partner’s bid when he has 
two or less of the suit, but to justify 
such procedure he should have at least 
one trick in his hand, either in the suit 
bid or half a trick in the suit bid and 
half a trick on the side. Never deny 
your partner’s bid without a trick in 
your hand. Such procedure is as bad as 
passing with many tricks in the other 
suits but only one card of your part- 
ner's suit. Auction is a partnership game 
and you can get the best results only 
by telling your partner the truth. When 
vou deny his suit bid you should tell 
him two things: First, that you have 
only two small cards or less of his suit; 
anti second, that you have at least a 
trick in your hand and a suit worth 
playing for. If those elements aren’t 
both present, pass and let your partner 
bear t he burden. In the hand given, the 
dealer’s partner should pass. A bid of 
two diamonds is very unsound for the 
hand doesn’t contain a trick of any 
description.

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GIRL SCOUTS 

Interesting Facts Disclosed In A Review of the Recent 
Scout Conference Held in Newtonville 


The Girls’ Conference of the Met- 
ropolitan Division held at the Newton 
High School on January th, 8th and 
9th Is a thing of the paRt and the New- 
ton Girl Scouts have finally gathered 
up all the loose ends that were hang- 
ing over from It, and have tied them 
in knots that will last until the Next 
Time. Before the files were stored 
away in a good safe place where the 
office force can no longer stumble over 
them, a few interesting statistics were 
extracted. 

For the period of the conference, 322 
visiting delegates and committee mem- 
bers were, housed in 187 homes in the 
different villages of Newton. Newton- 
ville had i>9 delegates in 32 homes, 
Newton had 49 delegates in 31 homes, 
Newton Centre, 41 delegates in 24 
homes, Waban, 49 delegates in 27 
homes, West Newton, 44 delegates in 
27 homes, Upper Falls, 7 delegates in 
4 homes, Auburndale, 34 delegates in 
18 homes, and Newton Highlands, 39 
delegates in 24 homes. The visitors 
came from 37 different towns and cit- 
ies in the Metropolitan District, and 
there were also representatives from 
the Western and Eastern Divisions of 
Massachusetts. These were Miss Ra- 
chel Battelle of Holliston and Miss 
Vera Johnson of Springfield. The cit- 
ies and the number of their delegates 
were as follows: — Allston 4, Arlington 
7, Belmont 12, Boston 15, Brookline 7, 
Cambridge 26, Chelsea 8, Dorchester 
23, Everett 2, Hingham 4, Hyde Park 2, 
Jamaica Plain 2, Lexington 16, Lin- 
coln 6, Malden 21, Mattapan 4. Med- 
ford 17, Melrose 14, MiUis 2, Milton 12, 
Needham 14, Orient Heights 2, Quincy 
19, Reading 4, Roslindale 4, Roxbury 
12, Somerville 8, South Boston 8, 
Stoneham 6, Waltham 2, Wakefield 2, 
Watertown 7, Wellesley 10, West Rox- 
bury 6, Winchester 9, Winthrop 8, Wo- 
burn 10. 

Each village of Newton had a com- 
mittee of housing and transportation 
chosen from the Senior Scout Troop, 
and on each committee an older wo- 
man chosen by the chairman served 
as adviser. These committees worked 
under the supervision of the general 
chairmen of housing and transporta- 
tion Janicfe Upham and Marion Frost. 
For weeks before the conference the 
girls were busy finding homes in which 
to house their guests and automobiles 
in which to transport them. They al- 
so worked out plans for handling the 
hundreds of strange girls who would 
arrive at 8 different railroad stations 
at approximately the same time on Fri- 
day afternoon, and who would have to 
be guided to and from the various ses-

sions at the High School. Each New- 
ton village was numbered according 
to the number of its Junior troop. 
Newtonville No. 1, Newton No. 2, New- 
ton Centre No. 3, etc., and all visiting 
delegates wore white tags bearing the 
name and number of the village in 
which they were housed. All Newton 
Delegates and committee members 
wore similar green tags. Automobiles 
on transportation service from each 
village were also numbered and so 
were the various coat rooms hi the 
High School. The Boy Scouts who han- 
dled the automobile parking placed the 
cars in groups according to their num- 
bers, and the girls attending the con- 
ference placed their outer wraps un- 
der signs bearing the same number 
that they themselves wore. Thus the 
girls and cars from each village were 
kept in groups, which greatly simpli- 
fied the traffic problem. At the end of 
the conference the transportation girls 
reported that not a single visitor was 
lost or strayed during the 3 days spent 
in Newton, although one or two laugh- 
able incidents occurred. Three young- 
sters housed in West Newton, found 
themselves separated from their group 
after one of the evening sessions, and 
seeing a large No. 5 on a car nearby, 
climbed in and ordered the chauffeur 
to take them home, while their dis- 
tressed hostess frantically searched 
the High School for them.

Council of Boy Scouts for the aid they 
gave in handling traffic and In usher- 
ing at the open session on Saturday 
evening. They had a difficult and ex- 
acting task which they handled with 
the greatest tact and efficiency. Thanks 
are also due to the Boston and Mid- 
dlesex Street Railway for their co- 
operation in giving extra bus service 
to Newton Highlands and Waban. And 
last but far from least in tying this 
last loose end in a fine square knot, it 
is most fitting for the Newton Girl 
Scouts to say a sincere and heartfelt, 
“Thank you” to all the kind citizens 
of Newton who helped make this con- 
ference a success. Most especially 
should these thanks he given to those 
who gave such generous aid in lending 
their homes nad automobiles to our 
visiting delegates.

The annual meeting at the Central 
Congregational church was held Jan.

The second regular meeting of the 
1922 Board of Aldermen was held 
Monday night. Nineteen members at- 
attended, Aldermen Baker and Fitts be- 
ing absent. A small “gallery’’ was 
treated to a long and Interesting dis- 
cussion on proposed new bus lines;

LOANS TO VETERANS 


Newton Trust Company Adopts a 
Liberal Policy 

It Is estimated that there are ap- 
proximately 1800 Adjusted Service 
Certificates held by veterans in the 
City of Newton. The local hanks (Sav- 
ings Banks are not as yet authorized 
to grant these loans) have given the 
matter of loans on these certificates 
considerable study and have agreed 
that they will loan to certificate hold- 
ers living in the city, who are in need 
of funds, and who can convince the 
banks of their ability and intention to 
repay the loan within a reasonable 
time. The law does not compel the 
hanks to make these loans, — simply 
authorized them in their discretion 
and the conclusion reached by the 
Newton banks is the result of a sincere 
desire to co-operate in every possible 
manner with the local service men. 

It should be brought to the attention 
of all that the experience of the banks 
so far indicates very clearly that many 
are attempting to borrow money with- 
out any sound reason for doing so. and 
some have even indicated that it is not 
their intention to repay the loans. With 
so many certificates in the hands of 
veterans there are bound to be at all 
times a considerable number who are 
hard pressed for money and, therefore, 
need the assistance of the local banks 
in the matter of loans. It is, therefore, 
earnestly requested that no veteran 
make pplication for loans unless cir- 
cumstances force him to do so. Should 
i the hanks grant loans which they do 
not expect will be paid, they would 
not be co-operating with the Govern- 
ment, and would fail to back up the 
Government policy which appears to 
be that of providing the ex-service men 
with a certificate which will give him 
available cash some years hence, 
when, because of old age and inabil- 
ity to be self-supporting, the funds 
will be of much greater assistance 
than at the present time. In the mean- 
time the loan feature is intended to 
provide him with temporary cash for 
emergency use. 

The banks very properly expect to 
be criticized for advancing loans on 
these certificates where it is later 
found that the borrower used the 
money for what are usually termed 
extravagances. 

The following is very important and 
should receive careful consideration. 
No veteran should attempt to secure 
a loan unless he has in mind some 
definite plan for its repayment, for 
should he fail to pay the loan within 
a reasonable time, the bank will be 
forced to send the certificate to Wash- 
ington for payment, in which event 
the Government will hold the certifi- 
cate until such time as the veteran re 
pays the loan direct to the Government 
with intercut at 6 per cent. In the

In addition to the 
above the church und all its organ- 
izations made benevolent contribu- 
tions aggregating $11,789. The Wo- 
man’s Association raised $2604 for 
Its various lines of work. The Cen- 
tral Guild expended $318 in its var- 
ious efforts. 

The report of the clerk showed that 
there had been 79 additions to the 
church during the year, a larger 
number than *n any previous one 
with one exception. The present 
membership is 709.

Earnest pleas for additional funds 
for church school work, and for the 
new chorus choir were made by Mr. 
Winslow, Mr. Alexander and Mr. 
Davidson, and $1500 more than last 
year was appropriated for the needs 
of these two departments of church 
work. * 

The last feature on the program 
consisted of a brief address by the 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Arthur M. Ellis. Dr. 
Ellis spoke quite strongly in favor 
of the idea of the family church, 
where -the children are found in the 
family pew with their parents. He 
said he had not been delivering any 
^special sermons to children because 
he hoped to make the whole service 
interesting to them so that they 
would attend with the older people 
and not be escorted out of the church 
soon after the services had begun. He 
thought that people should be toler- 
ant of them even if they were a little 
restless. 

Dr. Ellis also spoke of the duties 
of the minister and showed how a 
church renders a service to the com- 
munity by allowing its pastor to take 
his time for addresses and confer- 
ences in behalf of various civic and 
religious movements, also in his min- 
istry in the homes where sorrow has 
come. Dr. Ellis also referred to the 
retirement of two of the officers with 
warm appreciation which he compared 
to the re-tirement of an automobile 
which after being repaired was able 
to go many thousand miles more. So, 
he said, Mr. Boyden has retired as 
clerk and we have made him moder- 
ator, and we shall find plenty of work 
for Mr. Lyon to do. 

He spoke about church attendance 
and dwelt upon the benefits that come 
from regularity of presence at the 
Church services. 

In beginning his remarks Dr. Ellis 
had the people rise in groups accord- 
ing to the years when they were ad- 
mitted into church membership. They 
had previously been seated at tables 
according to the date of their admis- 
sion. Those who joined at the earl- 
iest dates were greeted with much 
applause. Dr. Ellis remarked that 
the large number who came in at the 
later dates showed how changing the 
population of Newtonville is. He felt 
.that this made it necessary for peo- 
ple to take pains to speak to new 
members and be sure that no one gets 
the impression that people are cold 
or indifferent here.

the time as a wing, and the rest of 
the years as a defense man. From 
hockey she turned to the court game 
where she was as successful as be- 
fore.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


In a recent story of State House af- 
fairs. Mr. John I). Merrill, the astute 
political writer of the Boston Globe 
includes the name of Representative 
Leverett Saltonstall of this city as a 
possible Speaker of the House to suc- 
ceed John C. Hull. 

We are glad to have our own prog- 
nostication receive the approval of 
such a keen observer ns Mr. Merrill. 

Mr. Saltonstall has ability, person- 
ality, wealth and pedigree, and ought 
to go fnr in Massachusets politics. 

Mr. John J. Donovan of the River- 
side Recreation grounds appeared be- 
fore Metropolitan Affairs on Monday 
to advocate the building of a public 
golf course at Riverside. The Metro- 
politan Commission has investigated 
the matter and recommend two sites, 
one at Readvillo, where the land would 
have to he acquired, and one at River- 
side, where the district already owns 
the land and where according to Mr. 
Donovan a nine hole course could he 
built for $30,000. Mr. Donovan point- 
ed out that in addition, there was plen- 
ty of parking spnce and a club house, 
for showers, lockers, etc., already ex- 
isting. 

The Franklin park course of the city 
of Boston received $100,000 last year 
in fees and with such a convenient 
point as Riverside, Mr. Donovan be- 
lieved there would he ample income.

MILLION DOLLAR CAMPAIGN 

A campaign for a million dollars for 
th Newton Theological Institution was 
started this week at the mid year 
meeting of the trustees of that body. 

According to President Herrick, the 
$1,000,000 sought is less than Newton 
actually requires. At least $1,350,000 
should he raised, he asserts, and the 
first $500,000 will he used as a fund to 
make income balance expenses. The 
Institution’s work has expanded and 
its high standards have been main- 
tained, hut there has been practically 
no increase in endowment. During 
the past five years it has faced an an- 
nual deficit of about $25,000. 

The remaining half of the $1,000,000, 
it was explained, will be used in es- 
tablishing a chair of missions, in se- 
curing the appointment of an instruc- 
tor in the Bible and director of stu- 
dent activities, in providing for future 
salary adjustments and retirements, in 
financing research work in religious 
education, in increasing scholarship 
funds, and in erecting and maintaining 
a new student building with gymnas- 
ium. 

The campaign, which will last 
throughout this year, involves a na- 
tion-wide appeal, but it is to be push- 
ed with special vigor in New England, 
where nearly two hundred Newton 
men are active pastors and where, 
though there are more than twelve 
hundred Baptist churches, Newton is 
the only Baptist divinity school. 

William E. Blodgett, general chair- 
man ,1s in charge of the campaign. 
The following committee chairmen 
were confirmed this afternoon; Lists. 
John F. Rood; organization, J. Arthur 
Sparrow; speakers and meetings, Rev. 
Frank M. Swaffleld. West Somerville; 
alumni activities. Rev. Denton J. Neily 
(Newton ’05), Medford; church co-op- 
eration, Rev. Walter E. Woodbury 
(Newton ’ll), Melrose; publicity, Hen- 
ry W. Newhall: audits, Everett C. 
Greene, treasurer of the institution 
and of the campaign fund. President 
Herrick and Albert L. Scott, president 
of the board of trustees, are members 
ex-officio. Campaign headquarters 
have been opened at 10 Post Office 
square, Boston. 

Before and after the meeting, mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees inspec- 
ted the “Newton Room," which was 
recently opened in Colby Hall. It con- 
tains portraits, photographs and old 
prints illustrating the history of the 
seminary, and a large collection of 
books by Newton men or about New- 
ton. There are also many translations 
of the Bible into oriental languages 
by Newton’s missionaries.

NEWTON WELFARE BUREAU 

The Annual Meeting of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau was held at the rooms 
of the Bureau, 12 Austin St., Newton- 
ville, on Wednesday, Jan. 12th, with a 
satisfactory attendance. 

Mr. Eliott B. Church, President, pre- 
sided. 

After opening remarks by the Presi- 
dent. the report of the annual meeting 
of 1926 was read by the Secretary, Mrs. 
George W. Auryansen. 

The Executive Secretary, Miss Caro- 
lyn Butters, gave an interesting report 
of the work of the Bureau during the 
first complete year of her service. 

Miss Butters gave definite history of 
a number of "cases” or "problems” pre- 
sented to the Bureau during the year. 
Many of the stories of poverty, ill- 
ness, lack of employment, large fam- 
ilies with little to feed and clothe 
them, were most pathetic. 

Illness which has exhausted all re- 
sources reduces self-respecting, for- 
merly comfortable families to suffer- 
ing and despair. Many children need 
help. Miss Butters cited serious con- 
ditions of old people. For them it is 
difficult to find support or homes. Miss 
Butters’ report evidenced wise, pains- 
taking work on her part, which only 
an experienced worker can give. 

Miss Butters reported 321 families 
“active” requiring assistance, finan- 
cial or otherwise; 119 of those famil- 
ies new to the Bureau. In addition 
119 Red Cross families still in need 
of help, which is handled by the Wel- 
fare Bureau. She gave the total num- 
ber of calls, office conferences and tel- 
egram messages, numbering thous- 
ands. 

Reports of Executive and Confer- 
ence Committees were brief, because 
other reports embodied their work. 
Through the Executive Committee was 
reported tentative budget for 1927-28. 

The Chairman of Health Committee 
reported Health Program carried on 
in our Newton Public Schools, with 
assistance of Board of Health, School 
Committee, School Doctors, school 
nurses, and an experienced nutrition

Many a game 
or rubber is won or lost by the ojiciiing 
Ipad and as it is always a »r”ess, the 
writer feels th 1 1 . i »r that rea in al me, 
it is always the most puzzling poiat of 
play. One lead will win ar.d one lead 
will lose, but which shall it be? No one 
can be right always, so the only thing 
to do is to learn what should, as a mat- 
ter of averages, be right the greater 
part of the time, and then follow these 
rules. The following hands illustrate 
some good points as to the proper open- 
ing lead so should be carefully studied.

Two petitions were received that will 
have an important bearing on the fut- 
ure development of the city. They 
were from Sanford McLean and Mrs. 
Della Leonard, who ask that their 
properties at 42 nnd 44 Thornton 
street be changed from the general 
residence to the business zone. When 
the zoning law was passed several 
yeasr ago, business districts were 
confined to the main streets, except 
where side streets already contained 
business or manufacturing industries. 
If the petitions referred to are grant- 
ed. it will probably mean that busi- 
ness zones will eventually be per- 
mitted along all side streets off Wash- 
ington street between Newton Corner 
and Newtonville. 

Mary A. Blake again petitioned for 
a waiver of the set-back line at 451 
California street. She has had simi- 
lar petitions in before which have 
been rejected. The petitioner pur- 
chased a small lot containing a little 
structure which had been erected as 
an office for a real estate concern. 
She desired the waiver of the set-back 
line to permit the use of this little 
building as a residence. Owners of 
adjoining properties have objected on 
the ground that to allow the conces- 
sion asked for, would result in depre- 
ciation of their holdings. 

The License Committee recommen- 
ded the granting of an express license 
to J. J. Ward of 771 Heath street, 
Brookline. It recommended that the 
petition of Mignano Brothers, who 
conduct a store at 1361 Washington 
street, for a common victualler’s li- 
cense, be refused. It recommended 
public hearings at the next meeting 
of the aldermen on February 7. on 
these petitions:— Henry C. Bourne, 
outside gasoline station at 226 Wash- 
ington street. Lowr Falls; Albert T. 
Stuart, gasoline station at the corner 
of Beacon street and Chesley Road, 
estate of P. A. Murray, sales and ser- 
vice building at 210-220 Washington 
street. Morton Merrill was granted 
a second class taxi license at 53 Rich- 
ardson St. The Edison and Telephone 
companies were granted joint pole lo- 
cations for 45 poles on Central steet, 
4 poles on Bellevue street, and trans- 
fers of ownership on 4 poles on Bea- 
con street. 

Chairman Hawkins of the Franchise 
and License Committee was interro- 
gated regarding the recommendation 
of this committee that a public hearing 
be given on February 7th on the pe- 
tition of Henry C. Bourne for a gaso- 
line filling station at 2268 Washington, 
street. The first questions put to the 
new chairman of the License Commit- 
tee were — “Is this the same location 
where the petitioner was refused a 
permit on a former petition?” “Has it 
been customary to give additional 
hearing to petitioners who have been 
turned down?” Receiving affirmative 
replies to both these questions, the 
Ward 4 member next asked, “Do you 
think it is good policy to grant re- 
peated hearings to petitioners who 
have been turned down?” The Ward 
7 member answered “that he did con- 
sider it good policy as it affords the 
right of appeal to unsuccessful peti- 
tioners.” 

At the request of Alderman Baker, 
chairman of the Committee of Legis- 
lation, who was unavoidably absent 
from the meeting, a select committee 
was appointed to consider the ques- 
tion of a Soldiers’ Memorial for this 
city, and the use of the $26,153 re- 
ceived by Newton as its share of the 
excess poll taxes collected by the Com- 
monwealth. 

President Weeks stated that it ap- 
peared necessary to appoint two spe- 
cial committees to study and report 
on two of the recommendations made 
by Mayor Childs in his inaugural ad- 
dress. One of these committees will 
consider the matter of the city acquir- 
ing land at the Crystal Lake bathing 
place and the erection thereon of pro- 
per buildings to furnish much needed 
facilities for the bathers. The other 
committee will investigate the matter 
of a ne\ 5 i fire alarm system. Other 
matters on w-hich action is asked by 
the Mayor were assigned to different 
standing committees. The improve- 
ments in and along the Charles River 
were referred to the Legislation Com- 
mittee; the questions of covering 
brooks and building new bridges over 
the Charles at Lower Falls, were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public 
Works; the tunnel under Elm Road 
was referred to the joint committee of 
Aldermen and School Committeemen. 

Chairman Hawkins of the License 
Committee asked that Marcus Miliatis 
be granted a common victualler’s li- 
cense at 258 Washington street.

The department proposes a state- 
wide campaign for a children’s day, 
Saturday — in each home. A leaflet is 
in preparation which will give practi- 
cal suggestions for making this day en- 
joyable to fathers and mothers as well 
as to children. The chairman is im- 
pressed with the great need of such 
companionship when the children are 
little. 

At a recent meeting of the Boston 
Woman’s Civic Club, Mrs. Archer W. 
Ives gave alarming figures about the 
number of people making crime a pro- 
fession in this country, 350,000. This 
is a problem which we as clubwomen 
must face. 

Another leaflet in preparation con- 
cerns May Day. This leaflet is being 
prepared at the request of many com- 
munities which wish early to make 
their plans for a joyful aud inspiring 
observance of this play-day for chil- 
dren, emphasizing the joyousness of 
"Children Well and Happy.” 

The achievement of bringing chil- 
dren into the home is a step in the 
right direction. Home influence is, 
certainly among Club members, a vast 
improvement upon the Saturday morn- 
ing "movies” for children, and should 
prove valuable as taking the place of 
any day as “movies day” for children, 
unless the attendance at such perform- 
ances can be timed when pictures suit- 
ed for them are displayed, and unless, 
also, children can be taught self-con- 
trol iu the eujoyment of such perform- 
ances. 

There ure three outstanding reasons 
why this suggestion and effort on the 
part of the Mothercraft chairman, Mrs. 
May Dickinson Kimball, is most valu- 
able — for the moral effect upon chil- 
dren who attend promiscuously ull 
munner of pictures; for the effect upon 
character in loss of dignity aud self- 
control in the permitting of children 
to ruu riot at the theatres as do some 
manaivTs, who mistakenly believe that 
so they are sympathizing with, or tol- 
e rating, youth; und the educational ad- 
vautuge it will bo to children to re- 
main at home occusioually to come 
under home influence, aud learn the 
viewpoint of their elders on many vi-' 
tul matters. Another and unlisted— 
eason why children should be checked - 
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what price milk? 

Sooner or later most women reach a point 
in everyday matters where price is no longer 
all important. They look around for “some- 
thing better," and it is no accident that so 
many turn to Noble’s “that’s good milk.’’

in their excessive attendance at the 
movies, was portrayed most graphi- 
cally and sadly in the burning of a 
Montreal theatre recently. The ma- 
jority of these children attended with- 
out permission, it is true. But one re- 
calls the day when children of this 
continent would not have considered 
going anywhere without permission, 
and that reverent observance of the 
Sabbath was unquestioned. It would 
seem that a return to those days of en- 
forced parental authority would not be 
amiss in saving children’s lives, if 
morals aud character are of no mo- 
ment. Authority on the part of the- 
atre managers might also be enforced 
with good results, not alone upon the 
character of the children, but for the 
peace of adults who would like to at- 
tend afternoon performances of pic- 
tures. 

It does not seem necessary that en- 
joyment of the good points of a pic- 
ture should he proven by screaming 
like bloody Indians. Adults enjoy in si- 
lence. The managers would think them 
crazy if they burst forth as do the 
children. It has been said that the 
most appreciative and responsive aud- 
iences are those which sit spellbound. 
Why not train the children to become 
a good audience! It is a nuisance to 
have children dash between seats, pelt 
adults with paper, tumble over their 
feet, and shriek, and this foolish tol- 
erance of managers is driving away 
the adult who would pay twenty-five 
cents for a seat, which occupied by a 
child brings in ten cents. If for no 
other than a mercenary reason it 
would seem that managers would con- 
sider the rights of adults. 

An interesting point, also, is that 
children themselves look down upon 
their elders who do not enforce order 
and dignity, so that the manager who 
thinks he is catering to the good will 
of the child by permitting this bedlam 
is fooling only himself. Teachers have 
always found this true in the school 
room. Children will make life miser- 
able for a timid or “soft” teacher, and 
outside the school room speak most 
disparagingly of her, while respecting 
and admiring teacher who makes 
them obey. This is a fact of psychol- 
ogy that theatre managers might well 
learn. 

Club women can do no greater serv- 
ice to the home, to their fellow t it i- j 
zens, and to their country, than in | 
providing respectable citizens ot sta- j 
bility and dignity, and one method 
of doing this is to take their 
children from harmful influences, and 
bring them into the home, as Mrs, 
Kimball wisely asks.

Early Peoples Passed 

Up Delicious Clams 

Dr. Edward S. Morse of Salem, who 
spout 45 years sorting over the shell 
heaps that are found along the New 
England shore, found them composed 
largely of oysters and clams. Hut 
when he went to Europe to consult 
with Professor Steenstrup, the Danish 
expert on European shell heaps, ho 
was amazed to learn that no clam 
shells were found among the oysters, 
says Edwin E. Slosson, director of 
science service, writing In Collier’s 
Magazine, 

Although clams abounded In the 
Baltic, the prehistoric people never ate 
them. It was the same In England ; 
the clam had never been eaten, even 
In ancient times. We learned t.he 
epicurean delights of the clam tppm 
the North American Indians, to whom 
we are Indebted for tobacco. 

Now we an* accustomed to think of 
these early ancestors of ours as rather 
undiscriminating In their diet, having 
no prejudices against beast, bird, fish, 
mollusk or insect. Yet these poor be- 
nighted creatures had lived for 25,000 
years with clams served up to them 
on the shell as a free lunch at every 
tide, and they wouldn't touch ’em.

Fans in History 

“Customs of Mankind” says that 
“fans have an interesting history. The 
first fan was probably a palm leaf or 
some other natural device appropri- 
ated by man to keep away tiles or 
gnats, perhaps even to cool the fevered 
brow in tropical climates. We know 
that In Egypt, 2,000 years ago, fash- 
ionable hosts had special servants to 
stand behind dinner guests and fun 
them with huge papyrus fans. . . 

In France the fan readied the height 
of its development under Louis XIV. 
We read that ‘Fans are invariably ac- 
companiments of feminine costume, 
and that they are of rare beauty, ex- 
quisitely painted and mounted on 
sticks of carved or painted wood, 
mother-of-pearl, carved ivory or gold. 
There are over 500 makers of fans In 
Paris and they enjoy special privileges 
accorded to them by the king.’ ” 


Gave Name to Movement 

The word “teetotal” as applied to 
the total abstinence from intoxicating 
liquor was first used by one Richard 
Turner^ an artisan, at a temperance 
meeting held at Preston. England, In 
1888, While contending for this prin- 
ciple he exclaimed : “I’ll hev nowt to 
do with this moderation botheration 
pledge — I’ll be reet down tee-tee-total 
for ever and ever.” The word was 
quickly taken up and passed Into gen- 
eral use. This is the epitaph which 
may be read on Turner’s toml i.»ne at 
Preston, near Manchester: “Beneath 
this stone are deposited the remains 
of Rjntmrd Turner, author of tfie word 
teeUdaj as,ap|»jh*d to ■ abstinence fnitu 
(ill intoxicating liquors., wjc> dopfirt^l 
tfiis Ufa op, |ho 27, |h day of ,Qqtoti**r. 
HhUi, ag^d .5U. yeurs.” — Ex<^U\ftg£. 


“Cloture” Rule 

Clotyre did not exist in the British 
parliament until 1882, debate being in* 
limited. About 1872 Isaac Butt, leader 
of the Irish Homo Rule party, began 
the policy, hut it was not until 1882 
that u “cloture rule” was passed, 
which allowed the speuker, on request 
of 40 members, to pronounce the de- 
bate closed and call for a vote. In 
1002 the present rule was adopted 
providing that upon the proposal of a 
question a member might move that 
the question he put, and if the rules 
be not abused by such a motion and 
the rights of the minority lie not in 
fringed, then the question should la* 
put at once and decided without fur- 
ther Uebuto or umeiulmciU.

Street Commissioner George Stuart, 
who suffered a slight fracture of his 
right ankle last week as a result of 
slipping on the ice near his home, is 
reported as Improving. 

The Street Department deserves 
commendation for the promptness 
shown in repairing the many holes 
which appeared on Washington street 
and other main streets of the city fol- 
lowing the thaw of Wednesday and 
Thursday. The increasing use of 
heavy trucks equipped with single 
cross links on their solid tires, causes 
more and more damage each succeed- 
ing winter to our streets. 

Franklin T. Miller of Auburndale* 
through Senator Slmoneau of Marl- 
boro, has filed a bill with the Legis-! 
lature asking that preliminary steps 
be taken to improve the old Worces* 
ter turnpike into a modern state highi 
way. This project has been advocated 
for sometime. It would afford much 
needed relief to the conjestion on the 
existing Worcester road through Wes- 
ton and would furnish a more direct 
through route West. 


At the aldermanic meeting Monday 
night, during the discussion regard- 
ing the starting of a bus line on Cen- 
tre street, Alderman Hodgdon re- 
marked "that he has frequently driv- 
en automobiles down Centre street 
hill, and has met with no accidents.” 
Having ridden several times with the 
alderman, we agree with him that 
since he met with no accidents, there 
is little danger of disasters befall- 
ing the buses. 


Alderman Bail was so apprehensive 
regarding buses on Centre street hill 
that we suggest he take a look at the 
grade on the Commonwealth avenue 
hill in Brookline, College Hill in Pro- 
vidence, or some of the grades in 
Pittsburg. 


The first of this week, a Boston 
paper contained an article which told 
of much indignation among certain 
persons in this city because flags were 
not displayed last Sunday on public 
buildings in Newton, as requested by 
temperance organizations. Last Sun- 
day was the 7th anniversary of pro- 
hibition, hence the request. Last Sun- 
day morning was very stormy, so 
City Messenger Lucien Davis com- 
municated with Mayor Childs and His 
Honor agreed with Mr. Davis that 
the rules regarding the proper re- 
spect to be accorded the United States 
flag should be shown and that the em- 
blems of the country should not be 
exposed to the fury of the weather. 
Lucian’s failure to have the flags fly- 
ing was not because he is a militant 
wet, but rather because his respect 
for the flag equals his respect for 
the Law. 


Richard Wilson of the Winn Sign 
Shop had an interested audience the 
other day when he was painting signs 
on the new quarters of the Newton 
Co-operative Bank at Newton Corner. 
We said “painting,” but this is hard- 
ly correct, as Mr. Wilson was apply- 
ing gold-leaf to the inside of the large 
plate glass windows. Gold-leaf is but 
1/1000 of an inch in thickness, or 
thinness, so great care and skill is 
necessary in the process of apply- 
ig it. One of the tricks of the trade 
is to rub the ‘‘gilding tip,” a very 
thin brush, to the gilder”s hair. This 
causes the brush to become slightly 
charged with electricity and it not 
only picks up the very thin leaf of 
gold from the pack, but so trans- 
mits the electricity to it,’ that as the 
gold leaf nears the glass, it snaps 
right onto place. This method is all 
right when the gilder has a luxuriant 
mop of hair, as has Dick Wilson, but 
a “bald headed man” would be out 
of luck. 

The Middlesex & Boston has had 
“tough sledding” for many moons, so 
far he it from us to be unnecessar- 
ily critical of it.

The trial of James Corliss of Win- 
throp avenue, Newton, whose home 
was raided recently, and a quantity 
of liquor, together with a distilling 
plant, seized, was held yesterday be- 
fore Judge Bacon. The witnesses for 
the prosecution were Sergeant An- 
drew Moran and Patrolmen Maurice 
Marshall and Edward Maguire. Ser- 
geant Moran told of discovering the 
still and other hooch making appara- 
tus when the house was raided; also 
34 ten-gallon barrels of fine quality 
grain mash. Officers Maguire and 
Marshall told of spying on the house 
for seventeen nights and keeping tabs 
on the number of visitors Corliss had. 
New Year’s Eve fifteen individuals 
climbed the heights of Oakland street 
to reach the Corliss domicile. The 
police also testified that some of these 
guests were not as steady on their 
“pins” when they left the house as 
when they entered it. Testimony was 
introduced by a “spotter” that he had 
endeavored to purchase liquor from 
Corliss, but that the latter, while re- 
fusing to sell any liquor to him, stated 
that he could get the hard stuff, were 
he identified. 

According to the police, Corliss had 
been engaged in dispensing hooch for 
some time, but so canny was he 
about the way in which he conducted 
his business, that it was impossible 
to obtain evidence of a sale by him. 
This caution on the part of Corliss 
contributed to his undoing, for some 
of the thirsty men in his vicinity who 
had tried unsuccessfully to buy the 
booze, became disgruntled, and com- 
plained to the police of the distillery 
on Mount Ida. Attorney James P. 
Gallagher, who defended Corliss, 
placed little credence in the testi- 
mony of the “agent provocateur” of 
the police, who failed in his attempt 
to purchase liquor.

DENOUNCES BOLSHEVISM 


Professor Tulpa Speaks on Russia Before Fraternity 
Lodge of Masons 


Following the meeting of Fraternity 
Lodge of Musons at Newtonville last 
Friday night. Prof. Leonid V. Tulpa 
addressed the members on "Russia, 
Past, Present and Future.” Professor 
Tulpa was introduced by Dr. Michael 
Chirurg, who Is a fellow alumnus of 
Moscow University. Professor Tulpa 
explained that he is at present Sec- 
retary for the Distribution of Useful 
Knowledge to Russian Immigrants in 
the United States. His work is to 
acquaint these immigrants with the 
real aspirations of this country and 
’ to dispel the Idea that Americans are 
merely seekers after money. He told 
of his occupation before the World 
War, when he travelled throughout Si- 
beria lecturing on educational sub- 
k jects, and obtaining information re- 
garding the needs and desires of the 
peoples inhabiting that section of the 
then Russian Empire. He referred 
to the many Americans who have 
sbent a few months, or less, in Rus- 
sia, during late years, and then re- 
turn thinking they are well informed 
regarding conditions In that country. 
His contention is — "that only a Rus- 
sian can understand Russia, and is 
qualified to intelligently discuss con- 
ditions there.” 

Professor Tulpa informed his audi- 
ence of the vastness of Russia, its di- 
versified topography, plant life and 
climates, and the accomplishments of 
the Russian people. He mentioned the 
origin of the Russian nation, its 
struggles against the Mongols in the 
earlier centures, and with the Swedes, 
Piles, French and other European na- 
tions in later centuries. He told how, 
after the Mongol conquest in the 8th 
century, the Russian people were con- 
fined within a 50 mile radius of Mos- 
cow, and how gradually they spread 
over eastern Europe and Asia, until 
, the race dominated one-sixth of this 
planet. According to him the typical 
Russian is blonde and blue-eyed, and 
can be distinguished any where. He 
stated that Russia has been pre- 
eminent in producing leaders in art, 
music and science, despite the fact 
that 73 per cent of its population, 
even in recent years, was illiterate. 
The cdllapse of the Russian army in 
the World War, according to Professor 
Tulpa, was occasioned by poor 
equipment and the inefficiency of the 
old regime. The revolutionists under

Kerensky, who overthrew the Czar 
and his government, failed because 
they were Idealists, and did not be- 
lieve in the use of force. They were 
overcome by Lenin, Trotsky and the 
Bolshevists, who believe in force. 

Professor Tulpa stated, "that he 
has accurate knowledge of past and 
present conditions in Russia.” His 
work in Siberia before the war 
brought him into direct contact with 
the common people. Since coming to 
thiB country in 1919, he has con- 
stantly received newspapers which 
are published under the auspices of 
the Soviet Government, and also let- 
ters from friends. These letters are 
written in code, so that those writing 
can express their true opinions with- 
out incurring the vengeance of the 
Bolshevists. He read extracts from 
Russian papers to show the cumber- 
some, contradictory reports which 
employees of the Soviet Government 
must make out, and which are printed 
at enormous expense. He asserted 
that Russia under the Bolshevist re- 
gime has been reduced to dire straits 
and that poverty and suffering exist | 
in the cities. To refute the contention 
of the Bolshevists — that education is 
being afforded to the masses of the 
Russian peoples, he read from an ar- 
ticle by the widow of Lenin to prove 
that the great majority of young Rus- 
sians cannot continue at the schools 
and universities because of dire pover- 
ty. Only the children of government 
employees have the means to complete 
their education. A large majority of 
those affiliated with the Soviet party 
have government jobs. He quoted an 
article by Stahlin, whom he described 
as the dictator of the Bolshevist re- 
gime, to show that their aim is to 
spread the movement all over the 
world, especially into countries where 
capitalism has succeeded. Talking of 
the failure of the Soviet movement to 
successfully conduct the industries of 
the country. Professor Tulpa stated 
that business leaders are born, not 
made, and that the theorists who rule 
in Russia today are not qualified to 
properly handle affairs. He related 
that nearly all the intellectuals in 
Russia were assassinated when the 
■ Bolshevists came into power, 
j Condemning the aetheistic trend of 
I the Soviet party. Professor Tulpa told

The courtroom at West Newton 
was filled with spectators Wednesday 
morning to listen to the trial of 
Joseph F. Ryan of River street, 
Waltham. Ryan was arrested just 
after midnight on January 19 by 
Sergeant Veduccio and Patrolman Ga- 
quln charged with drunkenness, driv- 
ing while under the influence of li- 
quor, and with illegal transportation 
of liquor. It is not a rare occurrence 
for a person to be in court charged 
with this combination of ofTcnces, but 
the "drawing-card” in this case was 
the fact that Patrolman John E. Green 
of the Newton police was to be the 
star witness for Ryan. Green was 
with Ryan when the latter was ar- 
rested. 

The first witness called by Chief 
Burke for the prosecution was Pat- 
rolman Gaquin. He testified that he 
had been shadowing the house at 181 
River street. West Newton, occupied 
by Frank Castagnino, on the night of 
January 18. He peered in through 
a window at various times during the 
night and claimed to have seen Ryan 
sitting at the kitchen table and drink- 
ing a dark colored fluid which re- 
sembled wine. About 12.45 on the 
morning of January 19, an automobile 
operated by Ryan backed out of the 
Castagnino yard at a rapid rate, and 
then was driven in zig-zag manner 
along the street. Whereupon Gaquin 
stopped the car and ordered Ryan out. 
The latter, according to Gaquin. stag- 
gered, and his breath smelled strongly 
of liquor. The policeman took him 
to a nearby police signal box and 
called the patrol-wagon. Gaquin 
testified that he was watching the 
Castagnino house because he had re- 
ceived information that liquor was be- 
ing sold there. 

Attorney George H. Mellen, defend- 
ing Ryan, attempted to show that 
Gaquin had some special object in 
asking that Policeman King be sent 
with the patrol-wagon when he sent 
in the call from the box at the time 
of Ryan's arrest. King was not do- 
ing wagon-duty that night. Gaquin 
answered that he had asked for King 
so that the latter could drive Ryan’s 
automobile to headquarters.” Pat- 
rolman Hayden, who was on wagon 
duty that night, does not operate an 
automobile. Mellen also questioned 
Gaquin regarding a spotter who had 
been sent into the Castagnino house 
on the night of January. 18 to buy

UNIQUE CONFERENCE 

Relations of Church to Social Work Discussed by the 
Newton Central Council at the High School 


The auditorium of the Newton 
High School was filled on Tuesday 
evening, January 25, by two hundred 
very responsive and eager people, 
gathered to hear a discussion of the 
relations of the church to social prob- 
lems, and of social work to the work 
of the church. 

At six o’clock a dinner was served 
in the Newton High School Cafeteria, 
at which the President of the Council, 
Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, Dr. E. C. Her- 
rick, president of Newton Theological 
Institution, and nineteen Pastors 
of Newton churches of all faiths sat 
down together at the head table, and 
over a hundred other guests enjoyed 
the opportunity to meet those of like 
interests. 

The Conference program began at 
7 o’clock. The President opened the 
meeting by announcing that the r e 
were present: the Pastor of one Ro- 
man Catholic church; four Baptist, 
three Congregational, three Episcopal 
and six Methodist Pastors; besides one 
Pastor from the Church of the New 
Jerusalem, one from a Universalist 
Church, and one from a Union Church. 
Representatives of twenty-eight social 
agencies were present and six ex-officio 
members of the Council. The meeting 
was called together, Mrs. Palmer said, 
to discuss common interests and to 
consider ways in which the church 
and social workers could better under- 
stand and co-operate with one an- 
other. 

It was explained that each speaker 
would have a five-minute limit. At 
the end of four minutes the Chairman 
would stand, and at the end of five the 
speaker would receive a gentle remind- 
er that his time was up. Some speak- 
ers were so interested In the topic 
they were presenting that time limits 
were forgotten, but all took good-nat- 
uredly the signal to come to a close. 

The first topic was: Family Prob- 
lems which Confront the Church. Rev. 
Timothy A. Curtin, Rector of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart of Newton 
Centre, was the first speaker. He told 
of the call in his diocese for a con- 
tribution to the Near East, and how 
promptly it had been met, showing 
that the Church heeds calls from all 
over the world. In his church the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul takes 


care of the poor, not only to give re- 
lief, but to help solve family difficul- 
ties. The instance he gave illustrated 
how finding work for a man is some- 
times the greatest benefit that can be 
bestowed. 

The Vice-President of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau. Mr. Philip W. Carter, 
said that 15 cases had been referred 
to his organization by churches, and 
that of these 7 were still in process of 
being solved. Miss Olive Elliot, Super- 
intendent of the Newton District Nurs- 
ing Association, told of a case in which* 
their organization. In addition to giv- 
ing bedside care to a woman of edu- 
cation. had been able thrn the church 
to help relieve her anxieties. Miss 
Wheeler, the Social Worker of the 
Newton Hospital, told how that de- 
partment helped to cure Illness by 
solving personal and family as well as 
health problems. 

The netx topic discussed was the 
Use of Leisure Time by Boys and 
Girls. An analysis of the situation 
was ably presented by Rev. Newton A. 
Merritt of the Immanuel Baptist Ch. 
in Newton. He said there were three 
kinds of young people who needed 
help in the use of their leisure: those 
who want something to do. those who 
do not want anything to do. and those 
who need something to do. "With the 
first the task is only to give occupa- 
tion, with the second to arouse inter- 
est in something worth while, with 
the third to provide interest in other- 
wise monotonous lives. The movies 
Mr. Merritt considered the amusement 
of idle moments. "It gives you a 
thrill without working for it” was the 
comment of one boy. Since the mov- 
ies do reach so many young people, 
Mr. Merritt thought they should be 
thoroughly supervised. 

Mr. George P. Brophy, President of 
the Newton Catholic Club, told of the 
splendid work being done by that club 
in providing wholesome recreation for 
boys who might otherwise look for it 
on the street. Cards, pool, radio, bowl- 
ing, and many intor-club activities are 
the attractions. The older business 
men of standing go there too, take an 
interest in the boys, and try to be Big 
Brothers to them. Mrs. James War- 
ren, Volunteer Field Captain of the

A THREE-SPORT STAR 

Newton has long been famous for 
many outstanding athletes and it 
seems certain that the record will be 
kept up if not surpassed. Not alone 
are these stars developed in the pub- 
lic schools but frequently the private 
schools add their bit to the long list 
of athletic stars. Up in Easthampton 
at Willistou Seminary there is a New- 
ton boy who is making a name for 
himself as well as bringing credit to 
his school. He is George C. Colburn. 
Jr., of Newton, the son of G. Clement 
Colburn. Not only is he ranked as one 
of the four best athletes in the acad- 
emy, but he is the biggest student in 
the school, standing 6 f., 2 in., and 
weighing 183 pounds. 

For the past three years he has 
been taking an active part in varsity 
sports. His first year he was a mem- 
ber of the hockey team and was picked 
as one of the best defense men in the 
onnecticut valley. Last year he 
played his usual position on the 
hockey team which went through the 
season undefeated. He is again one 
of the dependable members of the sex- 
tet this winter. 

In the fall of 1925, his second year 
at Williston, he was an end on the 
best football eleven that the Western 
Massachusetts school ever had, while 
during the past football season he 
scored four touchdowns in six games 
while playing the end position. 

Last spring he held down first base 
on the nine and will probably resume 
that position during the coming sea- 
son. The major “W” which will be 
forthcoming at the end of the baseball 
season will make his seventh during 
his three years at Williston, a mark 
which has been exceeded by but one 
student at the school. Colburn will 
graduate from Williston In June and 
will continue his studies at some East- 
ern college where he will undoubtedly 
be heard from on the athletic field.

Judge 
Donahue of the Superior Court re- 
ferred the case to a Commissioner 
and tho outstanding feature of the 
hearing before the Commissioner, 
was the testimony of Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs of Newton, who testified for the 
club, while his appointee, Mr. Bart- 
lett, was endeavoring to show that 
the club existed primarily for the 
gratification of the members. 

Judge Donahue found for the plain- 
tiff club and the defendant city took 
the matter to the Supreme Court on 
exceptions. The full bench of the 
Supreme Court now overrules these 
exceptions. 

The opinion of the fall court, writ- 
ten by Justice Crosby,* says in part: 
“The record shows that the work car- 
ried on by the complainant is essen- 
tially different from that of a club or 
other organization created for the mu- 
tual improvement of its members, or 
for purely social purposes, and that 
such benefits are merely subsidiary 
and incidental to its main purposes, 
which are charitable.” 


Once again we must go on an ex- 
cursion, visiting this time some wide- 
ly scattered colleges for women. Be- 
fore leaving on our trip we will stop 
for a moment to tell of tho success 
of one of tho Newton girls who is at- 
tending Pembroke College, tho wom- 
an’s institution of Brown University. 
Victoria Williams graduated from 
Newton last year and ontered this 
year as a freshman in the school at 
Providence. She was one of the 
leading singers of the school while 
she was there, taking part in the Glee 
Club organizations for over three 
years. Under Mr. Griffin’s tutelage 
she blossomed out as a strong, capa- 
ble soloist, which, added to her exe- 
cutive ability, led the group to select 
her as their leader for the year. In 
her final terms she also became a 
member of tho Mathematics Club. Her 
work at Pembroke has been progres- 
sing with signs of ability in some of 
her courses, but her chief interest 
has been along the same lines that 
she cultivated while in Newton, that 
of a real love for religious work. She 
has taken charge of the work of the j 
Young People’s organization in the 
Central Congregational Church to the j 
extent of being one of its leading , 
workers despite her recent member- 1 
ship. Her past experience should 
stand her in good stead for she has 
served for a ling time on the Norum- 
bega Council and consequently has 
had a great deal of knowledge and a 
variety of incidents to call upon for 
aid. 

From Providence we leave for New 
York State where we stop off at 
Welles College, a small, but well 
liked school of learning. Here Bar- 
bara Jack of West Newton carries the 
ideals of Newton into her college life. 
Graduating from Newton in the class 
of 1925 she returned in order to take 
a post-graduate course. The class 
of 1930 claimed her as a member this 
year at Welles. The various clubs 
held an attraction for her, since we 
find her enrolled in the Mathematics 
Club for two terms, and in the snme 
way she was in the French Club for 
a like number of years. She was one 
of the first members of the school 
to join the orchestra, playing on it 
for two seasons. This organization 
under Mr. Harrington’s direction has 
performed remarkably well consider- 
ing that its personnel changes every

year. Its chief place in the school

Elizabeth Savage of 
Newton Centre is one of the most 
promising of all the workers in the 
school along the lines of designing 
and painting. She came to Newton 
with the avowed intention of making 
perfect her talent along these afore- 
mentioned lines and succeeded re- 
markably well. She also took up the 
literary end of the school life with 
the result that she was elected as one 
of the higher officials in the Newton- 
ite, and also became an editor on the 
Newtonian. In her final year she was 
one of the busiest of all the graduat- 
ing class, for she was in more activi- 
ties than anyone else. She belonged 
to the English Club, and also its al- 
lied group the Drama Club. She was 
in the Glee Club two years, and in the 
last terms played the ’cello for the 
orchestra. Tn the Cercle Francais 
she was one ol’ the out-standing mem- 
bers of the body by reason of her 
thorough grasp of the language. 
While in this organization she was 
also in the cast of the first play re- 
produced in French at Newton. In 
the elections of the class Elizabeth 
was chosen as the representative of 
her division in the school to the Exe- 
cutive Council, one of the highest 
governmental offices in the student 
system. She is still studying for her 
career in the realm of art, and is now 
spending her second season at Win 
wood. 

Now for a hurried jaunt out to the 
West to Marietta College where Eliza- 
beth Cobleigh of the class of 1928 is 
passing her years of further 8Cb< las 
tic endeavor. Elizabeth is * another 
girl whose interest runs toward the 
lines of religious achievements, and 
pursuing her course that way she has 
attained prominence along the activi- 
ties of the Young Women’s Christian 
Association. While a student at New- 
ton she was in the Mathematics Club, 
and also the English Club. As many 
of the other girls did she doubled up 
and joined the Glee Club and the 
Chorus at the same time. Although 
she was not of the dominant person- 
ality type that we read so much about 
at this time, she did have while at 
Newton a splendid record in her 
studies, and many friends by reason 
of the firm friendship that she of- 
fered to them. 


POLICE ACTIVE 


Continue To Arresl Hooch Vendors 

Competition is the life of trade 
but it means death to bootlegging in 
Newton. A few weeks ago Serg. Mor- 
an and a squad raided a house at 
Newton where hooch had been made 
and dispensed. A few days later 
Serg. Mahoney and a detail of police 
performed a like service at West New- 
ton. Within a week following Serg. 
Moran had headed another raid which 
netted a woman bootlegger at Nonan- 
tum, and Serg. Veduccio commanded a 
squad of police which seized 150 gal- 
lons of wine at a house in West New- 
ton. All this activity was on the 
North Side of the city. But the South 
Side cops were not content to see all 
the glory going to their North Side 
brethren, so on Saturday night last 
Serg. Meehan and a squad raided the 
store of Fabio Malagria at 382 Lang- 
ley Road, Newton Centre, and seized 
207 gallons of wine contained in six 
barrels: also twenty-five empty hot 
ties. Malagria conducts a tailor shop, 
but apparently was more concerned 
with wet goods than dry goods. He 
was arrested Sunday night, charged 
with making an illegal sale of liquor. 
In court Monday Judge Bacon fined 
him $100 and gave him a suspended 
sentence of three months to the House 
of Correction.

fund that shall have been built up by 
savings on interest charges. 

Mr. Philip Nichols, chairman of 
the Massachusetts Taxpayers confer- 
ence committee, and one of the lead- 
ing taxation experts of the state, 
spoke in favor of a bill for a special 
commission to revise the tax laws. I 
The committee on Education heard 
a bill to establish the Regis College 
for Women in Newton, a Roman Cath- 
olic institution to he conducted on 
lines similar to the Boston College. 

The college would be conducted by 
the Congregation of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Boston, a religious and edu- 
cational corporation organized in 1880 
"for the purpose of training children 
to religion and sound morals and for 
their general education,” which has 
maintained a school for children since 
that time. ^ 

A matter which will cause quite a 
change in current methods of muni- 
cipal conduct ha3 come to light this 
week through a letter from Tax Com- 
missioner Long to the various audi- 
tors in the cities and towns of the 
state, to the effect that appropriations 
for the entertainment of distinguished 
guests and for travel to conventions 
by city officials are illegal. This is 
the ruling made a short time ago by 
the then attorney general Jay R. 
Benton, and Mr. 'Long’s action follows 
a leave to withdraw report on a bill 
which he had introduced to legalize 
such appropriations. With some ex- 
perience in municipal matters. I am 
sure that it is a great mistake to vir- 
tually prohibit the attendance at na- 
tional conventions and meetings by 
city officials. The knowledge gathered 
at such meetings is usually of great 
benefit to the city and can only be 
acquired by perswnal contact. 

The writer spoke at the hearing on 
the hill of the Roosevelt Club to pro- 
vide for the nomination of the minor 
state officers by convention rather than 
by direct primary. When a state offi- 
cial is selected by 6 per cent of the 
registered voters of the state, the dan- 
ger for improper nominations under 
the direct primary is apparent to 
every one. With a concention in 
which no proxies are allowed and 
only elected delegates participate, it 
is hard to see why any valid objec- 
tion can be made. 

Amongst the bills introduced into 
the legislature b? Representative Luit- 
wieler, probably the most important 
is the bill making illegal jurisdictional 
and sympathetic strikes, these two 
kinds of strikes result in the greatest 
economical loss of any of the labor 
disturbances. A well known author- 
ity in the building industry states that 
of the $135,000,000 spent on new build- 
ings in the Metropolitan Boston dis- 
trict during 1926 at least 15 per cent 
or about $20,000,000 would have been 
saved but for these two classes of 
strikes. « 

Another is a copy of the Baumes 
Act of New York, which if enacted 
into law will deal directly with the 
confirmed and hardened criminal, for 
they will have staring them in’ die 
tace a life sentence on the fourth con- 
viction for felony. This law if strictly 
enforced would prove a strong deter- 
rent against crime. 

Another bill is one against the sale 
or "fake” securities which would take 
/natter out of the hands of the 
I ublic Utilities Commission and au- 
thorize the attorney General to inves- 
tigate and prosecute any person who 
in the sale of securities in this Com- 
monwealth attempts to defraud or ob- 
tain money or property under false 
pretense, or who makes fictitious pur- 
chase or sale of securities. 

This legislation would offer greater 
security to the general public and 
break up Boston’s rotten Curb Market. 
This bill is patterned after the so 
called Miller Act in New York.

We have 
in our library at Union seminary four 
Latin biblical manuscripts of that 
type. It was quite possible to write 
the entire Bible In manuscript in a 
single volume, though the handwrit- 
ing which had to be employed in that 
case wus apt to be so small that it 
was very hard to rend. Three of our 
biblical manuscripts mentioned above 
contain in a single volume both the 
Old and the New Testaments, so It 
was quite feasible.”

The spirit of 
the book, however, undoubtedly is that 
of the Hebrew race, combining faith, 
endurance and tenacity of purpose, 
which are characteristics of the race 
today. — Washington Star. 


French Legion of Honor 

The Legion d’Honneur in France 
Is an order of merit, both military 
and civil. As at present organized lt 
consists of five classes — chevaliers, of 
(leers, commanders, grand officers and 
grand crosses. The President of the 
republic is grand master. In ordinary 
circumstances twenty years of mili- 
tary, nuvul or civil service Is neces- 
sary for eligibility to the rank ut 
chevalier and promotions can he made 
only after definite service In a lowei 
rank. Extraordinary service admits to 
any ranks. The word "chevalier” 
means knight. 


A number of readers of these articles, 
in answering the various problems that 
are given, want to know if they should 
try to remember the hands given. Of 
course not. The hand is of no value 
whatever, but the principle involved is 
most important. You often hear play- 
ers say, after playing a hand badly: 
“The next time 1 get that hand, I will 
know how to play it,” but they are only 
fooling themselves. The possible num- 
ber of nands that can bte held at auction 
is so tremendous that no player can 
ever hope to hold the same hand twice. 
For that reason, don’t try to remember 
any one hand. What you should do is 
to try to remember the principle in- 
volved, for the same principle can be 
used in numberless hands. The only 
useful purpose of example hands is the 
illustration of a principle, and unless 
you understand the principle involved 
and its proper application to other 
hands of a similar character you haven't 
obtained the lesson from the example 
hands that they were intended to con- 
vey. In the hands given in last week’s 
article, the principle involved is the 
question of a trump lead. When should 
a trump be led? Study these hands 
carefully and try to master the principle 
involved which is all important.

Hearts — 7 

Clubs — A, 9, 7, 3 : Y : 

Diamonds — Q, 8, 4, 2 : A B :

This is not the type of hand that 
justifies a trump lead, i he bid of one 
heart doesn't necessarily indicate great 
trump strength so that A’s partner may 
very well have one or more honors in 
that suit.

very apt to have the ace trumped on 


the second lead. It is also better prac- 
tice to avoid leading a suit containing 
an ace if there is as good or a better lead 
in another suit. The lead of an ace gives 
up control of the suit and loses the 
chance of using it hu"kill” a high honor 
in an opponent's hand.

The other 
three suits all contain a king, and one 
of the easiest ways to lose a king is to 
lead away from it. If you should decide 
to lead one of the three suits, which 
one should you lead? Never guess if 
you can avoid doing so and you can 
avoid it in this hand by leading the 
singleton heart. The original bid of four 
hearts should show a set up heart suit 
so that a trump lead should not "kill” 
an honor in B's hand, as was the case 
in hand No. 1. In case A gets the lead 
later and is forced to choose between 
the remaining suits, he should prefer 
the spade lead to any other. The pre- 
emptive bid of four hearts should indi- 
cate weakness in spades. 

Here are two interesting hands, both 
of which illustrate important principles 
of bidding. Think them over anti then 
compare results w ith the analysis that 
will be given in the next article.

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ATTEMPTED MURDER 

AT NEWTONVILLE 


Shortly after 9 o’clock Wednesday 
night the Newton Hospital received a 
call to send an ambulance to 317 Nev- 
ada street, Newtonville. The hospital 
authorities inferred from the conversa- 
tion of the person on the telephone 
that a shooting had occurred, and not- 
ified the police. The police ambulance 
was rushed to the Nevada street ad- 
dress and found Domenic Lombardi, 35, 
of 84 West Street, in a serious condi- 
tion from a bullet wound in the neck. 
Occupants of the house informed the 
police that Lombardi had been shot by 
Nicolo Civetta, 18, of 61 West Street, 
following an argument. Lombardi was 
removed to the Newton Hospital, 
where his name was placed on the 
dangerous list, and the police started 
searching for Civetta. 

Patrolman Dan Cleary came upon 
Civetta about 11 o’clock on Adams 
Street, near the Church of Our Lady, 
and told him to surrender, instead, 
Civetta started to run through the 
church rounds, and attempted to pull 
a pistol from his pocket. Cleary 
pulled his revolver, shot at Civetta, 
and then grappled with him. Quickly 
subduing the prisoner, Cleary dragged 
him to the police patrol box at the 
corner of Adams and Washington 
streets. Civetta claimed to have been 
hit by Cleary’s shot, so the policeman 
telephoned for the police ambulance 
and took the prisoner to the New’ton 
Hospital. There it was found that 
Civetta had merely been grazed by 
the bullet. Civetta was in court yes- 
terday morning and was bound over 
to the Grand Jury by Judge Bacon in 
$20,000 bonds. In default of bail he 
was sent to Cambridge jail. He has 
a bad record, having been before the 
police court on previous occasions. It 
is expected that Lombardi will re- 
cover.

TO FIGHT CANCER 


Under the Medical Association of 
the city of Newton in co-operation 
with the local Department of Health 
and the State Department of Public 
Health, a very definite step has been 
taken to bring all forces together in 
a definite attack on the grim spectre — 
CANCER. 

Even the beautiful Garden City with 
all of its many advantages and privi- 
leges cannot claim any advantage over 
its less fortunate sister cities when 
they reckon with this cruel disease. 
In the course of a year there are in 
Newton at least one hundred and fif- 
teen people who are suffering from 
cancer of some sort and this fact is 
only a very small part of the whole 
story, for cancer is a disease which 
takes its toll from the groups of men 
and women who are at the peak of 
their usefulness to society. Fathers, 
mothers, teachers and leaders from 
©41 walks of life are cut down when 
they are most needed, and when they 
themselves find life most worth 
while. Added to this are the months, 
sometimes years, of suffering that 
must be gone through and so often the 
tragedy of inadequate financial re- 
sources that makes the sufferings 
mental as well as physical, before the 
end of the long, weary road is 
reached. 

If this were all necessary we would 
be qxcused for doing nothing and al- 
lowing things to drift. But. as the 
result of much careful study the world 
over, we know that certain forms of 
cancer can be cured if only the right 
treatment is obtained early enough. 
Thirty per cent of all cases we know 
are curable, and of these, about one- 
third receive treatment and are cured 
while the other two-thirds die for 
lack of proper care. Practically all 
cancers of the skin are curable, most 
breast cancers and many intestinal 
could be cured If people would only 
realize that they should go to a phy- 
sician as soon as they have the 
slightest Indication of anything being 
wrong. 

Some of the things to watch for in 
rancer are rough spots on the skin, 
that do not clear up, sore places in 
the mouth and nose that do not re- 
spond to ordinary treatment. Any 
lump in the breast should be seen by a 
physician as soon as it is discovered. 
Do not wait for painful symptoms. 
Most cancer growths are painless un- 
til they are very far advanced. The 
real hope in cancer is speed. Never 
put off until tomorrow but see the 
doctor today. 

In order that everyone in the city 
of Newton may have the best possible 
advice and care, the Newton Hospi- 
tal has been asked by the Medical 
Committee to establish a cancer clin- 
ic. The Hospital has responded to 
this call and the clinic Is now in oper- 
ation the second and fourth Friday of 
each month at three o'clock. The| 
clinic is for anyone needing advice 


and arrangements can be made for 
necessary treatment. 

The State Department of Publfic 
Health has u bill before the Legisla- 
ture that will provide for the pur- 
chase of a sufficient amount of radium 
which can be loaned to any of the 
local cancer clinics that are organized 
in co-operation with the Department — 
as is the Newton Hospital clinic.

DENOUNCES BOLSHEVISM 
(Continued from Page 1) 


of its motto, "Religion is the Opium 
of Civilization.” He argued that when 
religion is taken out of society, when 
children are forbidden religious train- 
ing, when people are taught that 
there is ,no GOD, morals vanish and 
crime becomes rampant. He asserted 
that immirality and thievery have fol- 
lowed the renunciation of GOD by the 
Bolshevists, but that the country peo- 
ple of Russian are increasing in re- 
ligious fervor as a result of the re- 
ligious persecution practiced by the 
Soviet Government. 

Professor Tulpa is optimistic re- 
garding Russia’s future. He feels 
that a race that had enough virility to 
overthrow the Mongol hordes after 
centuries if strife, will conquer the 
present rulers of their country, and 
that CHRIST will again prevail there. 
He believes that Russia and the 
United States, the two largest coun- 
tries In the world, will work hand- 
in-hand for the advaheement of civili- 
zation in the future, with CHRIST 
standing behind them. The doctrine 
of isolation, as preached by Monroe, 
is obsolete, in the opinion of Profess- 
or Tulpa. Modern transportation and 
communication facilities' have so 
changed things, that no longer can one 
nation hold aloof from other nations. 
All are now interdependable. It be- 
hooves Americans, therefore, in the 
mind of Professor Tulpa, to take cog- 
nizance of affairs In Russia, and to 
assist In its delivery from Bolshe- 
vism. 

Following Professor Tulpa’s ad- 
dress, William E. Chenery, M. D., 
professor at Tufts College, told of a 
trip he took last year to Russia. He 
detailed the difficulties of obtaining 
passports from the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and of the microscopic examin- 
ation of the baggage belonging to 
travellers entering Russia. Each per- 
son going into that country is limited 
to a small amount of clothing and 
other property. His entrance was 
made possible by a written invitation 
from Mme. Kaminiev, to lecture on 
a medcal subject before a society of 
physicians at Moscow. This invita- 
tion followed an application made by 
Dr. Chenery for admission to Russia. 
Telling of his trip he mentioned the 
veneration shown to Lenin’s mem- 
ory by the Bolshevist adherents in 
Russia. Lenin’s remains were care- 
fully embalmed, and lie displayed in 
state at Moscow. Throngs gather con- 
stantly to view them. 

Referring to the spy system in 
operation under the Soviet regime. 
Dr. Chenery told of the execution of 
two college professors. One of these 


men, whose wife and two children had 
virtually starved after the Bolshevists 
came into power, was attempting to 
flee the country and visited the home 
of the second professor to say “good , 
bye.’’ The 14 year old son of the 
second professor, influenced by the 
training he had been receiving under 
his Bolshevist teachers, revealed the 
visit of his father’s friend and both 
men were at once executed. The boy 
expressed satisfaction at the result 
to his grief stricken mother. Dr. 
Chenery told of the ease with which 
persons can become married and dl-| 
vorced in Russia today, and of the re- | 
sultant misery caused. Thousands of 
children, half starved, ill clothed, and 
depraved, roam the streets of the 
cities, and rapidly degenerate physl- j 
I cally and morally. People are living 
: in fear and do not dare voice their 
real opinions. He scoffed at the so- 
cialistic theories of Karl Marx, which 
form the basis of Bolshevist philoso- 
phy and contended that a government 
which despises GOD cannot endure.

liquor, but who failed to accomplish 
his purpose. 

Sergeant Veduccio testified that 
when Gaquin arrested Ryan, he had 
reached in through the front door of 
the car, and taken a bottle of wine 
from between Ryan’s feet. Ryan had 
been asked then if he had purchased 
the wine from Castagnino, and had 
aswered, "No. It had been given to 
him.” Gaquin corroborated Veduc- 
cio’8 testimony in this respect. Ryan 
and Green denied that the liquor had 
I been taken from the front of the car. 
They claimed they were unaware oi 
its presence in the automobile. Pat- 
rolman King testified that Ryan told 
him. “He had drank but two or three 
glasses of wine while at Castagnino’s 
house the night of the arrest.’’ Henry 
J. Marron, a reserve policeman, testi- 
fied he passed by while Gaquin was 
arresting Ryan and that the latter 
was staggering. 

Ryan testified that he was at the 
Castagnino house on the night of the 
arrest to test a heater he was repair- 
ing at that place. He denied that he 
had driven his car in a zig-zag man- 
ner, that he had staggered or had 
been drinking. He asserted he had 
never taken a drink of hard liqour 
in his life and had quaffed but six 
glasses of beer during his career. He 
also stated he had never been in court 
before. He testified that 45 minutes 
after he had been locked In a cell at 
police headquarters, he was brought 
out into the corridor and made walk 
up and down to show whether or not 
he was steady on his feet. Ten min- 
utes later he was released on bail and 
permitted to drive his car. He then 
entered another automobile, proceeded 
to the office of Dr. Putnam, and was 
examined by the physician to prove 
he was not drunk. Dr. Putnam testi- 
fied that Ryan was not drunk when he 
examined him a couple of hours after 
his arrest. Questioned by Judge Ba- 
con, Dr. Putnam would not give an 
opinion as to whether or not Ryan 
had been under the influence of li- 
quor two hours earlier. Thomas Mc- 
Carthy and Jack Kinsella of West 
Newton, testified they had accompan- 
ied Ryan to Dr. Putnam’s house and 
that he was sober. Asked by Chief 
Burke, “You have no kind feeling for 
Officer Gaquin?” Kinsella very frank- 
ly replied "that he didn’t have much 
use for any member of the Newton 
police force.” 

Policeman Green testified that Ryan 
was taking him home when arrested, 
and was perfectly sober. He asserted 
Ryan had drank no wine at Castag- 
nino’s house. Asked by Chief Burke 
"Why he was at Castagnino’s on that 
night?” Green answered, “I was there 
on police business." Chief Burke 
asked Green who had given him or- 
ders to go to the house. Green claimed 
he had received instructions from 
Sergeant Mahoney* to go there. At- 
torney Mellen called a number of 
policemen, who were present at head- 
quarters the night of Ryan’s arrest, 
to the witness stand, to prove that 
the defendant was sober when ar- 
rested. One of these witnesses. Officer 
Goddard, proved a boomerang to the 
defence. He testified “that Ryan had 
told him while in the cell at police 
headquarters ‘that the bottle of wine 
had been presented to him.’ ” This 
refuted the defendant’s testimony 
“that he did not know the liquor was 
in the automobile.” Ryan’s testimony 
"that he had never been in court.” 
was shattered when it was shown he 
had been in the Waltham court on a 
serious charge. 

Castagnino was also called as a wit- 
ness for the defence. He asserted 
that Ryan had drank no liquor the 
night of the arrest and came to his 
house to receive payment for work 
done on the heater. Questioned by 
Chief Burke. Castagnino denied he 
had threatened to have Sergeant Ve- 
duccio and Officer Gaquin transferred 
from West Newton to Nonantum. He 
also denied having made the remark 
that the number he had received for 
his automobile plates, ((500,7001 was 
a H of a number to give a boot- 

legger. 

Judge Bacon found Ryan guilty of
